No one can accurately predict the role of computers in 
ten years’ time. But that doesn’t prevent many thousands 
of “experts” from trying. Opinions on the future of IT are 
ten a penny and plenty of consultants have made 
fortunes on the strength of uninspired guesswork. A few 
people, however, are uniquely placed to comment on our 
computing future, because they are playing an important 
part in creating it. One such man is Phil Hester. As IBM’s 
chief technology officer, Hester is responsible for the 
technology strategy of Big Blue’s personal systems group. 
He is, in his own words, a “total geek”, but he’s a geek 
with exceptional influence. 

On a recent visit to Australia, Hester set out his vision of 
the future and described how his company would help 
to make it happen. He believes that Moore’s Law (the 
principle that processing power doubles every 18-24 
months) will continue to apply for many years to come, 
though he admits that numerous technical challenges will 
need to be overcome to maintain this rate of development. 

IBM has invested $US5.5 billion in R & D and last year 
had close to 3000 US patents issued, three times as many 
as its closest competitor. So in the race to develop the next 
Big Thing (whatever that may be) IBM should be confident 
of a medal position. However, as Hester freely admits, 
technology development is a process of trial and error, and 
big budgets and talented engineers are no guarantee of 
success. For every successful innovation, there are countless 
others that flopped, many of them very expensively. 
Remember the Apple Newton? Neither do |. How about 
Motorola’s Marco? That was a wireless handheld device 
that sank without trace a couple of years ago. For the 
technology creator, the goal, obviously, is to generate 
plenty of PalmPilots and minimise the Apple Newtons. 

Some of IBM's research projects, such as voice 
recognition software, have already achieved success in the 
marketplace. Others exist only as prototypes. One such 
example is the “wearable” computer, which Hester 
demonstrated in Sydney. This battery-powered device 
weighs a mere 300g and is controlled by a handheld 
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trackpoint. A small headset incorporates a microphone and 
a display which, although tiny, seems expansive and quite 
readable when positioned a few centimetres from the eye. 

Earlier this year, IBM’s CEO Louis Gerstner declared 
(controversially) that the PC era was over. Hester doesn’t 
think it is, though he acknowledges that the PC’s role will 
change as its functions are supplemented by numerous 
other devices. Hester divides “non-PCs” into four 
categories. The first is PC companions — family message 
centres, cordless phones and handheld computers. Then 
there are PC interoperable devices, a category that 
encompasses thin servers, smart phones and intelligent 
organisers. A third category has no direct PC connection 
— set top boxes, game consoles, e-books etc. The fourth 
category covers embedded devices such as vending 
machines, home appliances and vehicle systems. 

These categories already overlap to some extent, but 
Hester is attempting to draw all these devices together to 
create “intelligent personal environments” in which 
people can access information wherever they happen to 
be — in the office, in the home, or somewhere between 
the two. Hester envisions “home networks” that will 
connect a whole range of electronic devices to each other 
and to external networks. 

Most of the technology required to realise this home 
networking vision already exists. Linking devices together 
to create intelligent self-regulating environments is a logical 
next step. But it will be interesting to see how consumers 
react to the concept. How many people are yearning for a 
sophisticated computer-driven home environment? 
Millions, perhaps, but for me, the prospect of an orchestra 
of intercommunicating gadgets regulating my lounge room 
is unnerving. And the thought of my household appliances 
— the fridge, the VCR, my electric carving knife — being 
controlled by a (Windows?) PC is frankly terrifying. As for 
the wearable computer . . . consumers may need some 
convincing.

POLICING THE 
NET

One year from now the Federal 
Government hopes to have 
introduced a goods and services tax. 
Threatening its timetable is 
Tasmanian Senator Brian Harradine, 
who earlier this year held (and 
exercised) an effective veto over the 
new tax system. 

At time of writing Prime Minister 
John Howard has to decide whether 
to deal with the Democrats (read no 
GST on food) or take the risk of a 
double dissolution. His Treasurer 
Peter Costello also has to work out 
how much sense the May budget 
actually makes if the Government 
isn’t going to get its tax package 
through. 

What's all this got to do with 
computing? 

Quite a lot as it turns out. 

First, the entire business sector is 
reeling from the combined effects of 
fixing the Y2K issue while preparing 
itself for the introduction of a GST 


(which will be even harder if food is 
excluded). Business is having to 
ensure its internal book-keeping 
systems are up to the task of tracking 
GST throughout the entire logistics 
trail, and that management 
information systems can provide the 
level of detail needed for executives 
to plan strategies which will best 
serve the business in a GST era. 

Looming GST also means that 
purchasing decisions are being held 
off. PCs, for example, are likely to be 
significantly (read 22 per cent!) 
cheaper after the GST arrives, if they 
are being used for business, and 
about 12 per cent cheaper if for 
home use. 

Organisations negotiating 
outsourcing on long-term service or 
leasing deals are having to ensure 
watertight clauses in their contracts 
which will cover them once the GST 
era dawns. All for a tax that may or 
may not be coming, and which may 
or may not be levied on all goods 
and services. 

As if that wasn’t enough 
uncertainty the Government wants to 
introduce an Internet policing system 
in the form of the Broadcasting 
Services Amendment (Online 
Services) Bill 1999. Communications 
Minister Senator Richard Alston has 
hotly denied that this was in any way 
intended to butter up Senator 
Harradine and grease the way to a 
GST and the sale of a second tranche 
of Telstra. Alston insists that he will 
push through the legislation 
regardless of Harradine’s voting 
patterns. 

In the Federal Budget, which was 
handed down three days before 
Harradine lobbed his GST bombshell, 
the Government allocated an 
additional $10.5 million of funding 
for the Australian Broadcasting 
Authority. Although some of that was 
to be allocated to help the ABA make 
the necessary transition to the digital 
broadcasting era, the bulk — $7 
million — was earmarked for policing 
Internet censorship. 

So the money’s there well before 
the legislation (which in fact was the 
nature of the entire 1999 budget). 

The thrust of Senator Alston’s bill is 
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that a complaints-based system be 
established and administered by 

the newly beefed up Australian 
Broadcasting Authority. The ABA 
could respond to justified complaints 
by demanding illegal or offensive 
material be removed from local Web 
servers. And an industry bill of 
conduct is proposed, and already 
supported by Telstra and OzEmail, 
which would call for local ISPs to 
filter out objectionable material 
from overseas. As long as this 

is “technically feasible and 
commercially viable” — the old 
piece of string issue which no doubt 
lawyers will gleefully debate. 

Alston and Harradine are correct — 
it is hard not to be offended by some 
of the material which crowds out the 
Internet. But the material is truly 
global, and for one nation to attempt 
a unilateral filtration of material from 
all over the world located on 
hundreds of thousands of different 
servers risks slowing Internet access 
down to a level where local business 
cannot compete internationally in the 
nascent e-marketplace. 

Australia and Senator Alston are 
Canute-like in their attempts to stem 
the Internet tide in a world where, for 
example, it was perfectly legal for 
Japanese individuals to generate and 
disseminate child pornography, even 
over the Internet, until May of this 
year. 

Society certainly needs to accept 
responsibility for the nature of 
material which is available over the 
Internet, and the new anti child- 
pornography laws in Japan are a 
significant advance. But is it really 
acceptable to have the blue rinse 
brigade determining what is and is 
not offensive on the Internet, even 
via the ABA? Is it proper that Senator 
Harradine and his 0.002 per cent of 
the vote should tell the nation what’s 
right for it, its children and its 
children’s children?

Itchy Feet 


Y2K IN THE 
OLD DART

It’s England, and one wonders how a 
country that proudly holds a stodgy 
plate of fish and chips as its unofficial 
national dish can have had such an 
impact on world history. And what 
greater impact could there be than to 
be the arbiters of time itself, and 
therefore indirectly responsible for 
the year 2000 computer bug that will 
engulf the planet!

meant to make their future easier. 
Now they are reading Los Angeles 
Times reports that 25 per cent of 
Americans intend to hoard food and 
water coming up to the end of this 
year, and 16 per cent will remove all 
their money from banks. They are 
reading that a US Senate panel has 
said that the arrival of the next 
millennium will probably not cause 
an accidental nuclear weapons 
launch (oh goody) but missile 
systems and other weapons in “other 
countries” could malfunction, and 
terrorists might attack US targets 

to take advantage of weakened 
security. While ardent computer 
users are gently pointing out that 
the millennium bug isn’t really a 
“bug”, strictly speaking, and the 
super-anal-retentive types are arguing 
that the next millennium doesn’t 
start until 2001 anyway, I’m sure the 
PC newbie feels just fine and dandy 
with that Pentium time-bomb on the 
desk. They'll probably unplug it on 
December 31, just to make sure, and 
who can blame them. 

You may be delighted or horrified 
to learn that every country | have 
traipsed through in the last five 
months has touted Australia (and 
New Zealand) as the place to spend 
New Year's Eve this year. Get as close 
as possible to the international 
dateline, and make that another 
three pints of lager, thanks love. 

And what are the Brits who stay at 
home for the new millennium going 
to do?

THE INTERNET'S 
LEGAL 
WILDERNESS

You placed your order over the 
Internet, paid by credit card and now 
you have received the goods. Only 
the goods are not up to the standard 
you expected. The supplier will not 
take the goods back nor are they 
interested in recompensing you. 

Where does this leave you? 

Normally, if the amount warranted 
it, you could take legal action under 
either the Sales of Goods Act or the 
Trade Practices Act. But do either of 
these Acts have jurisdiction? That is, 
do they apply in the country of the 
other party? 

Where a sale takes place is an 
important consideration in deciding 
the appropriate jurisdiction. Let's 
examine this particular transaction. 
You placed your order from Australia 
with a company in the United States. 
The goods were provided from the 
company’s warehouse in Singapore. 
Your credit card was banked to an 
account in Zurich across a server 
located in Amsterdam. 

This is the vexing problem facing 
the international judiciary. What law 
applies to transactions conducted 
across the Internet? Current 
international law, in deciding on 
both jurisdiction and the appropriate 
law, looks to where the transaction 
occurred. But in the case of the 


Internet, “place” is irrelevant. There is 
no one owner of, or access point to, 
the Internet. There is no difference in 
doing business with someone in 
Wollongong than in Frankfurt. In 
most cases you can’t be sure where 
the other party resides. 

Jurisdiction is critical to your 
chances of success. Imagine if you 
were obliged to take an action in 
a country that didn’t have any 
consumer laws? Similarly, the costs of 
mounting an action in an American 
court would be daunting, unless 
there was a substantial claim 
involved. 

Some sites are attempting to clarify 
the position by having visitors to their 
site agree beforehand on jurisdiction. 
This is similar to the shrink-wrap 
licence procedure that accompanies 
most third-party software. Before 
getting access to the site, you 
acknowledge your willingness to be 
subject to the jurisdiction and laws 
nominated. 

However, although this practice 
appears to have some acceptance, 
it also has a flaw. It is possible that 
some countries have laws that will 
prevent their constituents from 
accepting such conditions. This 
would void their apparent 
agreement, at the same time 
giving the other party a false 
sense of security. 

This raises yet another question. 
Does the publishing of material on 
the Internet make the author liable to 
the laws of a particular jurisdiction? 
As an example, are all providers of 
pornography immediately liable to 
prosecution within those countries 
where pornography is illegal? When 
does material become within a 
country’s jurisdiction? Is it when a 
communication originates, terminates 
or simply passes through? Or is it all 
three? 

In its infancy the Internet was not 
designed for profit making, but for 
educational purposes. With its 
increasing use for e-commerce the 
problem for litigants has become 
obvious. It is another example of the 
world adjusting to the reality of a 
global community and finding itself 
continually playing catch-up. 
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Because ships sailed from country 
to country, over seas that no country 
owned, there grew a need for 
agreement between nations on 
disputes resolution. From such 
agreements grew a body of customs 
and usages that is the basis of today’s 
Maritime Law. Sound familiar? The 
Internet takes us from country to 
country over space that no one 
nation owns. It is a completely new 
way of doing business, with its own 
specific terminology and etiquette. 
Maybe there is a need for a Cyber 
Law based on the customs and 
usages of the Internet? (If | have any 
readers out there who are part of the 
legal fraternity or students of the law, 
| would very much like your opinion 
on the above. | found it more than of 
passing interest.) 

So when next you place an order 
over the Net, stop and think! You 
might be taking part in legal history!

CODE WILL TACKLE NET CONTENT 


An answer to restricting access to illegal or offensive overseas Internet content could 
be as simple as ISPs providing customers with Net filtering software such as 
NetNanny, the executive director of the Internet Industry Association (IIA) has said. 

An amendment made to the heavily debated Broadcasting Services Amendment 
(Online Services) Bill, has empowered the Internet industry of Australia to come up 
with its own code of practice that sets out the “reasonable steps” an ISP will take to 
block access to overseas sites deemed illegal or highly offensive. The IIA has until the 
end of the year to produce such a code and have it approved by the Australian 
Broadcasting Association (ABA). 

Peter Coroneos, executive director of the IIA said a best case scenario of the new Bill 
could be that ISPs provide filter software to their customers: “That may be enough to 
satisfy the ABA that reasonable steps have been taken,” he said. “In which case, those 
ISPs will be exempt from any of the more harsh access prevention notices.” 

The Bill establishes a regulatory system under which the ABA will classify Internet 
content according to the existing classification system used for films and videos, and 
will concentrate on X and RC (refused classification) material. R-rated material that is 
not protected by adult verification procedures will also be subject to the law. 

As a complaints-driven regime, a hotline will be set up for public complaints and 
advice, and ISPs when notified of the existence of material on their service classified by 
the ABA as illegal or highly offensive, will be required to remove or block access to it. 

Although the IIA wishes the Government had never embarked on such a law and 
“implied that the Internet is capable of being cleansed”, said Coroneos, the 
association still believes that “by and large” the Bill is workable regarding Australian- 
hosted Internet content. 

“That pretty much mirrors what happens in Australia already,” Coroneos said; 
“what this law does is put it in a more formal arrangement.” 

“It’s not infrequent for instance that police find material on the Net which they 
think is unsuitable and material is from time to time taken off. Sometimes ISPs take 
it off themselves if they inadvertently find material considered to be definitely illegal. 

“We had a member the other day who happened to find material they were 
hosting that was child pornography and they basically took it right down. That kind 
of stuff does happen.” 

The more contentious part of the Bill, however, that requires the restriction of 
access to overseas-hosted Internet content, has not received the IIA’s support and 
was vigorously argued against in the Senate, resulting in a number of amendments 
including the option of an industry-supported code of practice. 

One amendment made specifies that the Internet should be regulated in a 
manner that maintains “the supply of Internet carriage services at performance 
standards that reasonably meet the social, industrial and commercial needs of the 
Australian community”. 

This, says Coroneos, is almost a guarantee that network performance will be 
accounted for in any measures the Internet industry would be required to develop. 
“So if we say that we think the only measures around are likely to cause a slowdown 
in the Internet, then we could justifiably say that they are not reasonable.” 

The IIA has already said that measures such as mandatory filtering of overseas 
content will not be incorporated in the code. “As many experts on both the industry 
and Government side have stated, this is impracticable. There is nothing to be gained 
and much to be lost by promising more than can be delivered,” said Coroneos. 

The ball is now left in the industry’s court to develop a code that the ABA will find 
satisfactory. Coroneos believes this task will take months at least: “It’s going to be a 
huge job for us to do it, we’ve already spent three years drafting a code of practice 
we thought we’d finished but now we've got lumbered with this. 

Really we're going to have to go away now and see if we can come up with the 
support of industry and particularly the small players who we're really trying to 
protect here and make the minimal impact.”

FINAL Y2K WARNING ISSUED 


On the last day of May, the Year 2000 Industry Program issued a “final 
warning” to Australian businesses, urging them to ensure software packages 
were Y2K compliant in time for the new tax year. 

With the 1999/2000 financial year just weeks away, David Leek, the 
program’s national information manager, said business should ensure 
accounting and financial packages will be ready to reference dates in the year 
2000. 

At the very least, Leek said, businesses should make sure contingency plans 
are in place, should systems malfunction. 

According to Leek, “There will be people out there using non-compliant 
software who will start to notice errors. 

“Don’t just assume calculations are correct,” Leek warned, explaining that 
businesses should verify their IT systems’ calculations were correct, from July 1. 

Meanwhile, Leek said the Year 2000 Industry Program remained concerned 
about Australian small business Y2K preparedness generally. 

“Really the nought to 19 employee base is dragging Australian business 
readiness down at the moment,” Leek said, adding that the Industry Program 
planned to launch a 30-page book on Y2K preparation in July, aimed at SMEs 
(small- to medium-sized enterprises). 

The book will be linked to an advertising campaign in metropolitan and 
regional newspapers, Leek said. 

“We are going to have one last push at getting [SMEs] to do something 
about [Y2K].” 

Failure to address Y2K could have serious repercussions for businesses, he 
said, including difficulties obtaining finance from banks and other lending 
institutions, losing business to Y2K-ready competitors and facing huge repair 
costs and waiting times for systems which need to be fixed on January 1, 2000.

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ACS LAUNCHES PC DRIVING 
LICENCE 

A new computer training 
initiative has been. launched by 
the Australian Computer Society 
(ACS) with the hope that it will 
raise the level of computer 
literacy across all Australians, 
young and old. : 

Called the International 
Computer Driving Licence (ICDL), 
the program will introduce a 
standardised syllabus for basic PC 
skills and aims to provide an 
effective benchmark for PC 
training, said ACS president Prins 
Ralston. 

Training will cover seven 
modules including word 
processing, spreadsheets, 
managing PC files, information 
network services and databases. 
The training will be provided by 
accredited training institutions 
across Australia, none of which 
had been finalised at the time of 
writing. 

Based on the European 
Computer Driving Licence, an 
international program operating 
in 21 countries, the ICDL 
program is flexible, and will allow 
students to complete each 
module at their own pace. A $60 
“Skills Card” will be used to 
record their progress through 
the course, and once completed 
will be exchanged for an ICDL 
Driving Licence, the ACS 
announced. 

Pricing for the courses will vary 
with each accredited training 
provider, the ACS said. 

Ralston claims the new 
program will assist PC users on a 
number of fronts and will provide 
them with an internationally 
recognised qualification. 
Employers will also have a 
standard to look for when hiring 
and home users will be able to 
explore the full potential of their 
PC and the Internet, he said.

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CREATIVE RELEASES 
MP3 PLAYER 


Creative Technology has released its first MP3 
player — the Nomad — and believes it will not 
face litigation from the Recording Industry 
Association of America, the body which brought 
legal action against Diamond Multimedia’s Rio 
MP3 player last year. 

Creative Technology is a member of the 
Secure Digital Music Initiative (SDMI) and does 
not fear any legal action resulting in the release 
of the Nomad, said Jason Tan, a product 
manager with Creative. 

The Nomad ships with 32MB of on-board 
memory and with an optional 32MB flash 
memory card. Differing from other MP3 players on the market, the Nomad 
includes an FM radio tuner plus a built-in microphone that will allow users to 
record up to four hours of voice recordings, said Tan at the launch. 

The Nomad is closer to the size of a small radio tuner than a walkman, and 
features a sleek lightweight magnesium case. A docking station for the player is 
provided for uploading and downloading files, while also recharging the 
player’s two AAA batteries. Also bundled with the Nomad is the Creative Digital 
Audio Center, a software program that allows users to “rip” (copy) songs from 
CDs into MP3 format, said Tan. 

A range of accessories including a car adapter kit will also be available for the 
Nomad, he said. 

The 32MB Nomad is priced at $499 whilst the 64MB version costs $599.

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WINDOWS CE TO GET FACELIFT 


A total rewrite of Microsoft's handheld operating system Windows CE (WinCE) is 
expected to be released in the fourth quarter, the company has been telling its 
key partners. 

Code-named Rapier, the OS will be significantly easier to use, Microsoft has 
said. For Microsoft, ease of use has been a major stumbling block that has kept 
market acceptance of its handheld platform low. 

Microsoft’s problem is that the lure of other operating systems is growing. 
Market researcher IDC says figures for 1998 point to an almost 2-to-1 sales 
advantage for PalmOS and show that devices running PalmOS grew by as 
much as 84 per cent in 1998. Some software vendors that market similar 
business applications for both WinCE and PalmOS are claiming an 8-to-1 
advantage in PalmOS software sales. 

Recent research also points to the primary reason for the disparity in sales. 
“The vast majority of users cite the simplicity of the PalmOS and the complexity 
of WinCE,” said Ken Dulaney, vice president of mobile computing at the 
Gartner Group. “This has registered deep within the bowels of Microsoft. If it 
means they rewrite the interface [to increase market share], they'll do it.” 

“They are figuring out how to keep the Windows brand and change every- 
thing else,” one source said. 

One of the key issues facing Microsoft is the lack of compatibility between 
WinCE and the other Windows platforms. 

“Pocket Office is about a quarter compatible with Microsoft Office,” said 
Dulaney, who noted that attached files created in one version of Windows and 
sent via e-mail may not be compatible with the WinCE version.

LOCAL OFFICE 

RealNetworks, the company behind 
the RealPlayer, has launched a 
presence in Australia announcing 
its intentions to encourage and 
boost the creation of local 
RealPlayer content. 

Declaring there’s an under- 
whelming supply of compelling 
Australian content for the 
RealPlayer, the local office will 
encourage local broadcasters, 
entertainment and publishing 
companies to create content, 
announced Chris Jacobson, 
managing director of RealNetworks 
Australia. 

“Most of the content at the 
moment comes from the US,” he 
lamented. “While Australia tends to 
adopt technology very quickly, we 
tend to move more slowly in the 
application of it.” 

The problem, he said, is not the 
number of RealPlayer users but 
the number of server sites which 
deliver RealPlayer content. 
According to RealNetwork’s figures, 
there are 1.5 million registered 
users of the RealPlayer in Australia, 
which presents an estimated 
RealPlayer to server ratio of 90 to 
10. Jacobson could not estimate 
the number of server sites in 
Australia, but announced plans for 
a 400 per cent increase in G2 
server sales in Australia.

ONLINE BROKERS STIR 
COMPETITION 


A new service launched by Quicken.com.au is hoping to snare current or potential 
users of the Commonwealth Bank’s online stockbroking service Commonwealth 
Securities. 

Quicken.com.au has launched a “low-cost” online trading service called 
Quick.Broker, which matches the fees of Commonwealth Securities, also known as 
ComSec. ComSec charges a flat $29 for online trades of up to $10,000, or 0.3 per 
cent for online trades over $10,000. 

Quicken.com.au says Quick.Broker will offer customers a range of transaction 
reports that are not offered by competitors, including detailed company profiles and 
information on upcoming floats. 

The company’s site (www.quicken.com.au) already provides live stock quotes and 
trading news free of charge, and since last year, has offered The Quicken Investment 
Centre, which is billed as a more sophisticated service offering “investment in 
managed funds at $49 per trade, portfolio reporting and consolidated tax 
statements”, the company says. 

Also making news in the online stockbroking market is E*Trade Australia, which has 
confirmed that it plans to offer online cross-border trading with US financial markets 
by the end of this year. 

A spokesman for the Internet brokerage house says the move is the first stage of its 
strategic plan to offer cross-border trading facilities to each of the world’s major 
financial hubs, including the US, UK and Japan. 

Bill Wileman, general manager of marketing for E*Trade Australia, said its US 
affiliate will be the first of its existing business units to join the program, mainly 
because it’s been up and running for some time under its own steam, and its current 
technological infrastructure is deemed capable of supporting the global initiative. 

“We are going to be offering cross-border trading to the US market some time in 
the next six months. Obviously, with E*Trade having a presence around the globe, 
the goal is to go beyond [the US] and offer cross-border trading with other markets, 
but that is determined on the state of each of the E*Trade affiliates in their own 
markets. Clearly they have to establish in their own markets first,” he said. 

Obviously [the business units] have to be established and then once that’s hap- 
pened, you've got the infrastructure to actually do [cross-border trades]. Then it’s just 
a matter of working out exactly how to do it, but where there’s a will there’s a way.” 

Wileman said its other geographical business units will eventually join its US office 
in the cross-border project, but will not be allowed to do so until they've demon- 
strated their ability to service their own markets. 

E*Trade currently has operations in France, Canada, Australia and the US. Its UK, 
Swedish and Japanese businesses are expected to be launched sometime in the third 
quarter, he said.

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PROCESSOR NEWS 

Intel has upped the ante once again 
with its latest Pentium III 5SOMHz 
processor. But if you’re inclined to 
buy the fastest PC on the market 

in the hope of postponing obso- 
lescence, hold your horses. 

The next wave of PIIl machines, 
expected later this year, will add 
more than just clock speed. They 
will integrate a new system chip set 
code-named Camino, which 
supports a 133MHz system bus (up 
from today’s 100MHz bus on PIll 
computers and 66MHz bus on 
Celeron systems). The chip set 
enables AGP 4X graphics and 
support for direct RDRAM, a fast 
new type of main memory. 

Meanwhile, Intel’s archrival AMD 
has big plans of its own. The first 
systems based on AMD’s new K7 
processor are expected to make 
their appearance soon. The K7, 
which will launch in 500, 550, and 
600MHz versions, supports a 
200MHz system bus and looks to 
be a robust Pentium III competitor. 


SIRIUS, HYPERTEC CALL OFF 
MERGER 

The proposed merger of modem 
maker Sirius Technologies and 
memory company Hypertec has 
been called off, the companies 
announced in a statement issued to 
the Australian Stock Exchange. 

The merger, which had been 
announced on March 22 with the 
signing of a Share Subscription 
Agreement, was subject to a 
number of conditions. According 
to the statement, the companies 
did not come to an agreement on 
some commercial arrangements 
and agreed to terminate the Share 
Subscription Agreement. 

“The board of Sirius Technologies 
Limited has decided that it is more 
advantageous to provide a definite 
position on the transaction than 
delaying the process,” the state- 
ment said. “The company is 
then able to focus its energies on 
increasing sales and profit levels, to 
the undiluted shareholders, without 
the distraction of merger planning 
and implementation discussions.”

MORMON SITE CRASHES WITH 
DEMAND 

Net users wanting to access the 
Mormon Church's genealogy Web 
site FamilySearch were made to wait 
up to 30 minutes for a 20 minute 
session because demand was 
outstripping the site’s capabilities 
shortly after its launch. 

Two days after the official launch of 
FamilySearch by the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints and access 
to the site was being granted on a 
rotational basis. That followed its first 
day when 700 people per second 
were trying to access the site and 
caused its servers to crash, said a 
statement from the Church. 

FamilySearch (www.familysearch 
.org), provides free access to the 
Church's genealogy database of more 
than 400 million names. 

The site was built to handle 25 
million hits a day and was 
accommodating 40 million hits per 
day after its official launch. The 
church estimated another 60 million 
hits were being turned away. 


NEW NET ACCESS PLAN OFFERS 
FIVE FREE HOURS 

EISA, an ISP with points of presence 
throughout Australia has launched a 
new pricing plan which it believes is 
the first of its kind in Australia: five 
free hours per month and $1 for each 
hour thereafter.

You have probably seen the big blue 
door. That's Intel’s marketing gim- 
mick, designed to convince PC buyers 
that its new Pentium Ill chip powers 
the most irresistible systems ever built. 
The door has opened again. Intel has 
pushed the PIll to 550MHz, up from 
the initial 450 and 5OOMHz clock 
speeds. 

And although power is important, if 
you’re considering a PIll PC, you 
should also ask some questions about 
Pill-enhanced software: how much is 
available, and what’s in it for you? 

The PIll’s 70 SSEs or Streaming 
SIMD extensions (like the 57 MMX 
instructions) speed up applications or 
browser plug-ins designed specifically 
to take advantage of them. In particu- 
lar, Intel says the SSEs accelerate 
image rendering, 3D geometry and 
other multimedia tasks. Software writ- 
ten to use these new instructions 
should show a noticeable perfor- 
mance boost. 

Programs that have been optimised 
for Microsoft's DirectX 6.1 API can also 
benefit. 

Intel estimates that about 100 
Pentium Ill-enhanced applications will 
have shipped by June 1. Most of them 
fall into one of four categories: 
Internet plug-ins (and Web sites that 
use them), voice recognition, image 
editing and games. Bread-and-butter 
applications like word processors, 
spreadsheets and e-mail won’t get any 
boost. 


THE WILD WILD WEB 

Intel has pegged its hopes for the 
Pentium III on the Web. In practical 
terms, that means some Internet plug- 
ins have been rewritten to take advan- 
tage of SSE instructions. Web sites will 
then have to enhance their media 
clips and 3D demos to take advantage 
of those enhanced plug-ins. 

Central to promoting the online PIll 
experience, Intel Australia along with 
other Intel subsidiaries launched the 
Intel WebOutfitter service in March. 
Intel WebOutfitter is a free service that 
aims to enrich PIll users’ online experi- 
ence with Internet content that has 
been specially Pill-optimised. 

Shipping with PIll machines (or 
available directly from Intel) is a CD- 
ROM featuring the most up-to-date 
Pill-optimised plug-ins with a single- 
step installation process. At press time, 
the CD included 20 plug-ins with such 
notables as Shockwave 7 and Flash 
Player from Macromedia, Interactive 
Pictures’ IPIX viewer and RealPlayer 
G2 from RealNetworks. Liquid Audio 
Liquid Music Player 4.0, 3D Dreams 
Spike Player for Shockwave, and 
LivePicture’s LivePicture Viewer, are 
also included. 

Every 60 days, the WebOutfitter ser- 
vice promises to showcase a number 
of Web sites, developed in Australia 
and overseas, that feature content 
which takes advantage of the Pentium 
Ill SSEs and optimised plug-ins. 

An example of an Australian Web

site that has already been opti- 
mised for the PIll is CitySearch 
Australia (www.citysearch.com.au), 
which developed a 3D tour of Sydney 
utilising IPIX images. It was such a suc- 
cess that CitySearch is reportedly look- 
ing into creating a 3D tour of 
Melbourne also, says Intel. 

In the works as we went to press 
was an interactive section of the Web 
site Indigenous Australia (www.indig. 
com), a promotional and e-commerce 
site for Aboriginal artists and music. 
Completely built in Macromedia Flash, 
the new section called “The Digital 
Dig” will let users play a digital digeri- 
doo by scrolling over symbols repre- 
senting different music and sounds 
such as bird noises, said an Intel 
spokesperson. 

Chaos Music Market (www.cmm. 
com.au) will be showcased also, offer- 
ing sample video clips of music that 
the site sells, using the Plll-optimised 
RealPlayer G2 plug-in, which uses SSE 
to smooth jerky video playback. 

According to a RealNetworks 
source, the Pentium Ill-enabled player 
will improve playback efficiency by 
only 2 to 5 per cent compared to a 
Pentium Il. However, the boost in 
speed may be more noticeable with 
content specifically encoded for the 
new player. 

The improved plug-ins do speed up 
some tasks, such as streaming anima- 
tion.

A half-dozen companies, 
including Dragon, IBM, and 
Lernout & Hauspie, have 
announced that already 
shipping or forthcoming 
versions of their voice 
recognition applications 
will exploit SSE and another 
Pentium Ill innovation, 
which is called cache 
prefetch, in order to make 
voice recognition increas- 
ingly attractive to the mass 
market. 

Lotus’ forthcoming 
SmartSuite Millennium edi- 
tion will use PIll instructions 
to speed up voice recogni- 
tion processing. Philips plans to ship 
a Plll-enhanced version of its 
FreeSpeech and both IBM and Lernout 
& Hauspie have made third-quarter 
product plans. 

Dragon is shipping an  SSE- 
enhanced version of Point & Speak. 
Comparing the new version (on a 
Pentium Ill-450) with a _non- 
enhanced version (running on a 
Pentium II-450), we found training 
times to be dramatically faster: with 
the enhanced version, training took 
us just three minutes; with the unen- 
hanced version, that task took up to 
25 minutes. 

Questions remain, however, about 
whether those improvements are 
attributable specifically to use of the

SSE instructions. In the process of 
reprogramming a voice recognition 
application for the Pentium Ill, ven- 
dors may find that it speeds up on 
other CPUs as well. For example, IBM,

development. Still, Epstein predicts 
that the next version of ViaVoice will 
reap “modest” performance gains 
from the Pentium Ill. 

Digital artists will also benefit right 
away from the Pentium Ill. A free 
update of Adobe Photoshop 5.0 that 
adds support for SSE has been 
released on the company’s Web site. 
PC World tested a prerelease version 
and found that when applying com- 
plex image filters to very large images, 
the update accelerated processing by 
approximately 20 per cent. Adobe 
plans to release SSE-enabled versions 
of PhotoDeluxe in the third quarter. 

Microsoft Office 2000 has two PIll- 
enhancements, Microsoft says. 
PhotoDraw, the business graphics

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GEEKY OLD LINUX GETS 
A WINDOWS MAKEOVER 


Despite Linux’s underdog appeal and 
expanding share of the server market, 
using the Unix clone as a desktop 
operating system has until now been 
strictly for geeks. 

Linux has never been able to match 
Windows 98's nearly hands-free instal- 
lation, encyclopedic Plug and Play 
hardware support, and cadre of avail- 
able applications. 

But two new versions from Caldera 
and Red Hat make the upstart OS a 
reasonable alternative for the rest of 
us. Both offer improved installation 
programs, broader hardware support, 
and new graphical interfaces that bear 
a striking resemblance to Windows. 
And compared to Windows, Linux 
costs almost nothing. The Caldera and 
Red Hat bundles retail for between 
$100 and $120 each, but they include 
the OS and hundreds of applications; 
the base OS itself is available as a free 
download from hundreds of Web 
sites. 

The advent of these kinder, gentler 
Linuxes is just one more indication 
that the alternative OS is on a roll. 
This year IBM, Compaq and Dell have 
all announced that they’ll install 
and support Red Hat Linux on 
desktop computers. Market research 
firm IDC says commercial Linux ship- 
ments will grow at a rate of 25 per 
cent per year through 2003, com- 
pared to 10 per cent per year for all 
other desktop operating systems 
combined. 

Nevertheless, Linux has a way to go 
before it becomes a major OS con- 
tender. Latest estimates put its 
installed base at around 7 to 10 mil- 
lion, compared to the hundreds of 
millions running some version of 
Windows. And Linux has no unified, 
concerted marketing campaign to 
drum up mainstream popularity (of 
course, neither did a little thing called 
the Internet). More pertinently for end 
users, the shortage of Linux-based 
application software, the attendant 
file compatibility problems between 


Linux and Windows users, and a lack 
of hardware support — particularly for 
USB and DVD — mean that Linux 
remains a hard sell.

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COREL AIMS FOR THE DESKTOP 


If you’re not convinced that Red Hat 


and Caldera’s Linux offerings 
quite match the ease of use and 
charm you’re used to with the 
Windows interface, it may be 
worth waiting for Corel’s own 
attempt at the operating sys- 
tem. 

The Canadian company 
announced in March at 
LinuxWorld in the US that it 
would help grow the Linux 
market by offering an easy-to- 
use version of the operating sys- 
tem that manufacturers could offer 
bundled with low-cost desktop PCs. 


Scheduled to ship in November, Corel Desktop Linux will be easy for users 
to set up, with automatic hardware detection and configuration, and a feature 
that allows users to download the latest updates from the Internet, according 
to Michael Cowpland, Corel’s president and CEO. 

“So far, (Linux) has been mostly for enthusiasts and for servers. The desktop 
use hasn’t happened in a big way,” he said. “To become really popular, we 
believe Linux must have the look and feel of Windows.” 

Corel Desktop Linux will also feature a technology called WinE, designed to 
allow users to run Windows applications on their Linux desktop. 

And slated for a late-1999, early-2000 release are Linux versions of 
Corel’s WordPerfect Office 2000, CorelDraw and Corel Photo-Paint. The 
company already offers WordPerfect 8 for Linux as a free download from

The beta version of Red Hat Linux 
6.0 was considerably rougher, my 
installation experience bumpier than 
with OpenLinux. Like OpenLinux, Red 
Hat Linux 6.0 partitioned my drive 
and installed files with little interven- 
tion from me. But installing hardware 
was harder. | had to scroll through a 
list of hundreds of boards to find my 
Diamond Viper 550 graphics card. 
And Red Hat's installer couldn’t find a 
driver for my network adapter, so | 
couldn’t use a network connection to 
the Internet. A configuration utility 
allowed me to create a dial-up 
Internet connection, but getting the 
details right may be trickier than the 
average Windows Dial-Up Networking 
user expects. 

In both cases, once | had the OS 
installed, | was ready to explore the 
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graphical user interface and start 
browsing the Web. Windows veterans 
should quickly get the hang of 
OpenLinux’s KDE and Red Hat's 
GNOME. Both let you store files on 
the desktop, launch applications and 
utilities from a pop-up menu, and 
track running applications with 
taskbar icons. Most menus and icons 
display balloon help when you hover 
the pointer over them. Though they 
differ in details, and each has its 
own idiosyncrasies, the interfaces 
are sufficiently similar — to Windows 
and to each other — that you could 
switch between either and Windows 
without developing a_ personality 
disorder. 


APPLICATIONS AWOL 

Microsoft is unlikely to release a Linux 
version of its Office suite any time 
soon, and many bread-and-butter 
Windows apps may never appear in 
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Linux form. Still, both Linux bundles | 
looked at ship with literally hundreds 
of applications and utilities. 

Many of these only a Unix geek 
could love. But bundled programs 
include Netscape Communicator; a 
Photoshop-strength image editing 
application known simply as The 
Gimp; utilities; and numerous games. 
Caldera’s Linux bundle also comes 
with copies of Corel WordPerfect 8 for 
Linux, which reads and writes Word 
files, and Stardivision’s StarOffice 5.1, 
which includes a word processor, 
database and spreadsheet that can 
read and write most Office file formats 
(albeit imperfectly). 

But ultimately, if you need 100 per 
cent compatibility with Microsoft 
Office, or you rely on Office’s more 
advanced features, you'll still need 
Windows. And until Linux’s authors 
get around to writing the necessary 
drivers, you can forget about playing 
DVDs, connecting to USB devices, and 
using other newfangled technologies 
like IEEE 1394 FireWire. But that 
doesn’t mean you can’t keep a copy 
of Linux on the side. After all, if the 
revolution’s coming, it can’t hurt to be 
prepared.

PHOTO PRINTER 


Perennially a favourite among 
hobbyists, the home photo lab is 

a source of great satisfaction and 
enjoyment to people from all walks of 
life. Olympus is a name synonymous 
with the camera industry and it is no 
surprise that its new Camedia C-830L 
compact digital camera and Camedia 
P-330E digital photo printer combine 
to provide a complete photo solution 
for both novice and experienced 
users. 

The technology incorporated into 
the camera is designed to 
make picture taking easier 
via features such as the 1.8in 
colour LCD display, four 
image quality modes, 2x 
and 3x close-up functions 
and manual exposure 
compensation. Olympus tells us 
that due to the 1,310,000-pixel 
CCD, the C-830L is the 
equivalent of a 35mm camera 
with a 36mm lens. Taking pictures 
is just a matter of aiming and 
shooting in the desired mode. 

The Autofocus range is from 0.1m 
to infinity, with the macro mode 
recommended for shooting subjects 
within 0.5m, and standard mode for 
more distant objects. There is no 
manual aperture or shutter speed 
setting, but the program auto 
exposure will operate the shutter at 
speeds between 0.5 seconds and 
1/500 of a second using aperture 
settings F2.8, F5.6 or F11. For low- 
light situations there is an Auto Flash 
mode that will automatically trigger 
the flash as necessary. There is also a 
red-eye reduction mode. 

The camera ships with a 4MB 3.3V 
SmartMedia card which is capable of 
holding at least 60 shots in standard 


mode, 18 shots or more in HQ 
mode, 9 shots in SHQ or one 
uncompressed shot in SHQ mode. 
SmartMedia cards are available as 
options in configurations up to 32MB 
(32MB = approximately $300) which 
means you can store 480 or more 
standard shots on a single card. In 
general, the camera is fun to use and 
creates better-than-acceptable shots, 


although | did find that close-up 
shots seem better than distant shots. 
The C-830L plugs into your computer 
via a serial connection allowing you 
to access the shots on the camera 
using the supplied Camedia software. 
There is also a video-out facility to 
display your shots on a television set. 
The only real gripe | have about this 
camera is the way it goes through 
batteries, making ownership of 
rechargeable batteries and a charger 
a must. The C-830L retails for $999 
and ships with all necessary cables, 
Camedia software and a 4MB 
SmartMedia card. 

In designing the Camedia P-330E 
digital photo printer, Olympus has 
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created an A6, five-in-one printer 
that will print directly from a 
Windows PC or Mac, print video 
frames grabbed from a VCR, 
camcorder or TV, and read and 
transfer SmartMedia card data from 
the printer to a Win 9x PC. 

An upgrade of the P-300, the 
P-330E utilises a three-pass dye- 
sublimation process to produce its 
printouts and boasts the equivalent 
resolution capabilities of a 2400dpi 
inkjet printer. When | printed the 
photos | took with the C-830L 
camera they were of comparable 
quality to a “normal” photograph. 
The P-330E is adept at drawing data 
not only from your PC (like a 
standard printer), but also from the 
SmartMedia card that is in the 
C-830L camera, as well as from all 
other Camedia models with the 
exception of the C-800L and C-400L. 
Other features include Video-In and 
Video-Out terminals that allow you to 
print from images displayed on a TV. 

New capabilities over the P-300 are 
multi-image output on four, nine, 
and 16 cut-sticker sheets, manual 
sharpness adjustment, a preview

One of the most exciting products at 
this year’s PC IT 99 was C Tech- 
nologies’ new C Pen. Unlike any 
ordinary pen, this one incorporates a 
digital camera, OCR software and a 
computer to provide you with a 
lightweight (100g including battery) 
and very portable scanning tool. 

The C Pen works by taking pictures 
of the text and then processing it 
through its built-in OCR software. It 
contains 8MB flash memory, of which 
6MB can be used to store up to 3000 
A4 pages of text, and an Intel 
StrongArm processor, which runs at 
100MHz. 

To scan text you simply hold the 
pen as you would a normal pen, and 
slide it across the text just as if you 
were using a highlighter, making sure 
the tip of the pen is flush with the 
scanning surface, while pressing the 
trigger. You can scan text either from 
left to right or from right to left. The 


built-in infrared interface. Of 
course your PC will also need to 
be infrared-equipped in order to 
connect with the pen. To transfer 
the files to your PC you simply 
install the C Pen software and 
then drag and drop files to and 
from the C Pen. Another 
impressive feature of the pen is 
its storage feature. You may 


pen can handle a maximum of 100 
characters a second so you can zip 
through your scanning in no time at 
all. The pen’s accuracy is also very 
impressive — most of the text | 
scanned from text books and 
magazines gave me around 90 per 
cent accuracy (it couldn’t read my 
handwriting, but then again, neither 
can anyone else!) The C Pen is 
limited to reading (printed) 
characters between 7-18 points in 
size.

WACOM INTUOS GRAPHICS TABLET 


Tablets have been around for as long 
as there has been graphics software. 
Their application has fallen into two 
categories — as a large menu device 
for entering commands into complex 
programs like CAD packages, or as a 
computerised pen to make the 
drawing experience on a computer 
more natural. 

A trial of the Wacom Intuos 
graphics tablet system has shown us 
that tablet technology has even 
surpassed the pen and paper 
experience. 

The Intuos installed easily on 
Windows NT 4.0. The mouse still 
worked, but was pushed aside. The 
Intuos comes with a 9 x 12in active 
area, which is about the size of an A4 
page, a stylus and a mouse. Both the 
stylus and mouse are cordless, which 
makes their use far more natural and 
relaxed than their tethered cousins. 

The stylus points with an accuracy 
of +/- 0.25mm, has a data rate of 
200pps and has 1024 pressure levels. 
This is more than enough to be able 
to draw on your computer with the 


same ease and expression 
as a pen on paper. The 
stylus even has an eraser 
on the top. 

The tablet comes with 
software for the advanced 
user, which tailors almost 
every function imaginable. 
The best thing here is that 
you will probably never 
need to use it; the defaults 
straight out of the box 
gave immediate results. It 
also has a function button area where 
you can easily program your own 
quick-keys. This can be quite a 
timesaver. 

In Photoshop, without doing 
anything special you can now draw 
with a natural pencil motion, but 
applying pressure on the stylus 
increases the lineweight giving a far 
more expressive result. With the 
advanced options for controlling 
pressure sensitivity, tilt, click speed 
and more you can make the stylus 
work the way you do. 

It does take a little getting used to. 
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The stylus position relates to an exact 
position on the screen — it does not 
“scoot” like a mouse. But once you 
get the hang of it you will never look 
back.

Normally when reviewing an 
application, much research has to be 
undertaken, the product learnt, heaps 
of readme files perused and Web sites 
scoured for further information.

Simply, AutoEye is an image 
enhancing application (or plug-in) 
that can help you reclaim lost colour 
and detail in images. With a single 
click it enhances your images 
automatically to bring out the best 
there is to offer. While there are many 
image-enhancing plug-ins and 
programs available — probably more 
in this genre than any other — the 
majority of them are designed for the

LifeView is a well known brand 
when it comes to multimedia video 
products, offering a wide range of 
cameras, TV tuners and capture 
devices.

And its best guess is pretty damn 
good, | can tell you! 

Installation is as simple as clicking a 
setup file and telling AutoEye your 
plugin directory for whichever 
application you use.

At first glance, CorelDraw 9 and 
Photo-Paint, its bundled image editor, 
look much like their predecessors. But 
Corel has made dozens of welcome 
tweaks to help the package retain its 
standing as a top choice for 
intermediate to advanced home and 
business users. Among my favourites 
(in a preproduction copy) is the new 
so-called artistic-media tool that lets 
you draw with a tapered, brushlike 
line, yielding computer art that 
doesn’t look like computer art. Also 
outstanding is Photo-Paint’s profusion 
of new special-effects filters, including 
ones that simulate the look of 
watercolours, pen and ink, and even 
stained glass. (Many of these effects 
can also be applied directly within 
CorelDraw.) 

As a purely practical refinement, 
both CorelDraw and Photo-Paint now 
let you work with multiple colour 
palettes (say, the Pantone palette 
used by graphics pros and Netscape 
Navigator's palette for displaying 
Web graphics) simultaneously.

SURF OFF-PEAK. Web-based services, file downloads 

and other online activities will be quicker if you avoid 
the Internet’s rush hours. Depending on your ISP and the 
clients it has on board, rush hours can vary. Also the coun- 
try of origin you are downloading from (eg: Europe or the 
US) and the peak hours experienced there need to be con- 
sidered. Generally for surfing the peak time for Internet 
usage is between 10am to 12pm. Check the Internet Traffic 
Report (www.internettrafficreport.com) for up-to-the- 
moment alerts on Net congestion. 


QUESTION CAREFULLY. Hotmail and other Web 

services ask you to provide a question and an answer 
when you sign up; if you forget your password, they'll ask 
you the question to verify your identity. But any joker with 
a Web browser can view your question — so don’t use one 
with an easy answer that even casual acquaintances might 
know (Mum's maiden name or your favourite pet, for 
example), even if the site suggests you do that. 


SAY THANKS, BUT NO THANKS. When you regis- 

ter for free Web stuff, keep an eagle eye out for a 
check box that invites the site (and its partners) to pelt you 
with e-mailed “special offers” — in other words, ads. 
Unless you are a junk-mail junkie, feel free to deselect it. 


OPEN A SPAM BOX. It’s impossible to sidestep 

unwanted mail completely if you sign up for free Web 
services. Keep it from cluttering your in-box by using a free 
e-mail service to sign up (see “Message in a portal”), not 
your primary e-mail account. 


DON’T BET YOUR BUSINESS. Server crashes, secu- 

rity holes and unforeseen downtime run rampant on 
the Web. And it’s a safe bet that a few of the sites here will 
go out of business without warning. In other words: don’t 
depend on them for mission-critical work.

FIND IT 
on THE WEB 


It is often said that finding the information you need on 
the Web is like looking for a needle in a haystack. 
Not true. The search for a stray needle is simple by 
comparison! 

Fortunately, there are plenty of tools available that 
will take the pain out of Web searching. The trick is to 
know which tool to use and when

GENERAL SEARCHES 


Your quest should begin with general search tools such as those offered by AltaVista, 
Dogpile, Excite, GoTo.com, HotBot, InfoSeek, Lycos, and Yahoo. These sites — 
Yahoo in particular — are the best places to conduct searches on general topics. 


A AltaVista (www.altavista.com) A powerful general-purpose search engine, 
Compaq’s AltaVista has been around longer than most other search sites on the 
Web. Though it lacks some of the query-construction niceties of other sites, such 
as drop-down boxes for building Boolean expressions, it offers a few unique tools. 
One useful feature lets you type simple questions into the query box; then, along 
with providing the search results, AltaVista will guess at several related questions 
you might want answered. For instance, a search on “dog” netted us “How are 
hot dogs made?” and an Answer button that linked to pertinent sites. 

AltaVista’s basic search form lets you specify in which of 25 languages (how 
about Icelandic or Lithuanian?) you’d like your search results to appear, a nice 
feature that other sites generally include only on their advanced search forms. 
And check out the Tools and Gadgets page (www.altavista.com/av/content/tools) 
for such handy accessories as the Stress-O-Meter, the Calorie Calculator, and Find 
Polluters Near You. Of special interest is the Babelfish tool (babelfish.altavista.com),

To search a specific site, type host:domain keyword. 
For example, if you’re looking for CNN’s coverage of Bosnia, 
type host:cnn.com bosnia. For info from a specific country, 
type domain:country keyword. For example, domain:uk 
football will take you to British sites dedicated to soccer. 


4 Dogpile (www.dogpile.com) When one search 
engine’s index doesn’t yield all the data you’re looking for, 
metasearch sites such as Dogpile come into their own. 
Metasearching is the online equivalent of sending an army of 
detectives out to bring back results from the four corners of 
the Web. Many sites perform metasearches, but Dogpile 
puts a different spin on this trick. For one thing, it 
metasearches different types of sites: you can choose from 
among searches of the Web, newswire services, Usenet, FTP 
sites, and other sources such as maps, weather reports, and 
stock quotes. 

The results aren’t collated. Instead, they’re served up in 
groups arranged by the search engine that found the infor- 
mation. This isn’t the handiest way to sort through infor- 
mation (the software Copernic 99 does it better — see 
“Extending the toolbox”, p92), but it’s very fast. And the 


search for a publicly traded company, the first results you'll 
see are links to its financials and to the company’s Web site. 
For a quick overview of a subject, it’s hard to beat these cat- 
egorised results. Excite also has handy tools for making 
adjustments when the first search yields few relevant results. 
By simply clicking a button, you can change the sort order 
so that the output is listed by Web site. If only one result 
seems relevant, click the words More Like This beneath it, 
and Excite will re-search the Web based on the words and 
concepts in that result. 

If your search yields lots of irrelevant items, pick out a 
few key words from the “Select words to add to your 
search” list below the search form on the results box. 


A HotBot (www.hotbot.com) This site is great at locating 
Web pages posted during a specific period of time. The 
basic search form’s excellent controls, in drop-down list 
boxes, cover a lot of ground. You can search for phrases, 
page titles, people, and links to a particular URL, and restrict 
results to any of nine languages. Keen on finding the very 
latest? Prefer a more generous time frame? Narrow the 
results to pages updated within the week, or broaden the 
period to several months. And you're not restricted to seek- 
ing Web pages — check boxes let you search for JavaScripts, 
images, audio files, and video files. 

HotBot’s advanced search form spells out a few of the 

Boolean options you can type into the regular form, and 
adds some new options such as restricting a search to a par- 
ticular domain (like microsoft.com) or top-level domain 
(such as .com, .gov, or .edu). This is useful for scouring sites 
that lack a good search tool. And if HotBot fails to get results 
(as it did in a few of our quests), there’s a button that reis- 
sues the search on Lycos. 
Don’t create too long a Boolean string to narrow a 
search. After two or three NOT statements, HotBot throws 
up its hands and gives zero results, even when hundreds of 
sites actually satisfy the specified query.

Once 
you've entered an initial search, Lycos lets you run a second 
query on the first set of results, or within a Lycos category 
such as Weather or sites that have won the “Top 5%” award. 
Lycos’s Pro Search page lets you look for specific content, 
such as images, MP3 files, books, or newsgroups. 
Search Guard is an optional service that screens out con- 
tent such as pornography and possibly objectionable lan- 
guage; using it can limit your access to chat rooms and 
bulletin boards through Lycos. Once you register for Search 
Guard, you can specify the content you want to screen out. 


A Microsoft Network (www.msn.com) Like its browser- 
war opponent Netscape, Microsoft maintains a search site 
in which it bestows regal favour on other Web search sites 
that pledge their fealty to the kingdom — in this case, 
AltaVista, Infoseek, Lycos, and Snap. The Microsoft Network 
search site (search.msn.com) also provides a proprietary 
MSN search, capable of handling mixed phrase and opera- 
tor searches (like “Mark Woodforde” -Woodbridge if you're 
more interested in the tennis player’s singles record than his 
doubles successes).

link find more than a long list of search sites. For them, the 
page provides the chance to customise what appears when 
they click their browser's Search button — including the 
option of adding their own favourite search sites. 


A NetCenter (www.netcenter.com) Netscape’s NetCenter 
collects half a dozen different Web search sites under a sin- 
gle URL — seven sites if you count Netscape’s branded ver- 
sion of Excite as a separate entity. Certainly, it can be 
beneficial to have access to Excite, InfoSeek, Lycos, Snap, 
and LookSmart — plus a news search called NewsTracker 
(also from Excite). 

If you know which sites you like to search, go directly to 
them and avoid getting mired in NetCenter’s interface. 


A Yahoo (www.yahoo.com) Aside from being a top-notch 
search engine and the most popular portal on the Web, 
Yahoo is a carefully constructed, laboriously maintained 
subject catalogue of the Web. This makes it an ideal instru- 
ment for your first search. Rather than zeroing in on specif- 
ic pages within a site, Yahoo lets you locate entire sites and 
their index pages. This tactic is especially useful when you're 
interested in finding a certain page but don’t know exactly 
what you’re looking for within it. Because Yahoo enables 
you to search by categories or by sites, its results tend to be 
more manageable than those from other search sites. 

Be sure to take advantage of Yahoo's well-organised cat- 


SEARCH TIPS 


Choosing the right search tool is only half the battle. The way 
you formulate your queries is just as important. Here are a few 
tricks to help you hone queries and speed more quickly to the 
results you seek. 


Enter phrases or questions You'll get better results if you enter 
a few related words rather than a single word. Thus, “King 
Arthur Holy Grail” will be more effective than simply “Arthur”. 
You may also enter a question: “Who found the Holy Grail?” 
Most search engines ignore words like “the” anyway. 

Choose your words wisely A generic search phrase like “round 
table” will yield too many results if you’re trying to find out 
about Arthur's famous furniture. A better phrase: “king arthur 
knights round table”. 

Try and try again If you don’t glean what you’re looking for on 
the first try, don’t give up. Try varying the original query by sub- 
stituting synonyms or related words. Too many results? Add 
descriptive terms to make your query more precise. 

Put quotes on key phrases Put quotation marks around specific, 
verbatim phrases that you want to find exactly as written: “To be 
or not to be”. 

Get help from operators Common tools for linking search 
words together include the Boolean operators AND, OR, and 
NOT, and the + and - signs. These operators, recognised by 
most search engines, help you craft more clearly delineated 
queries. AND links words that must be contained in each 
returned result, eg “Arthur AND Merlin”. If only one of the two 
words must be found in the results, use OR: “Merlin OR 
Merlyn”. NOT or the minus sign, inserted before a word, can be 
used to exclude words that must not appear in the results: 
“Holy Grail -Monty -Python”. The plus sign used before a word 
indicates that the word must appear in the search results: 
“+King +Arthur”. 

First browse to the 
general category you're interested in, and then enter a 
query and specify that Yahoo should limit its search to just 
this category.

This search engine offers similar terms to help you narrow 
your search and automated synonym searching. You also 
get a “more like this” option in the results window. 


A Matilda (www.aaa.com.au/matilda) A reasonably 
sophisticated and powerful Aussie search engine, Matilda is 
the brainchild of the Sydney-based Australia Announce 
Archive (see above). The result is a high-quality search 
engine that is reportedly the largest outside the US. Its 
developers also claim it as the world’s fastest-growing 
search engine. 

You actually get three search engines: Matilda DirectFind, 
Boomerang (an Australian-owned Directory of Australian 
Web sites) and Matilda Dogpile (which scans Lycos, Yahoo, 
Altavista, Excite, Hotbot, and Infoseek in a single search). 


4 SOFCOM (www.sofcom.com/Directories) A first-class 
search engine that lets you define your own descriptions 
and provides a range of useful subject categories. The com- 
pany claims its Web directory features more than 40,000 
different Australian sites, with only one entry per Web site 
to avoid overwhelming users with irrelevant entries. 


It’s not as mystical as casting runes, but 
what goes on betwixt clicking the Search 
button and scrolling a results page might 
as well be magic. All search tools use a 
three-stage process to compile your results 
page: generating an index, searching the 
index, and sorting the results. But each site 
handles these tasks differently and can 
thus yield different results. 


Yahoo's superior indexing. Most search 
engines use “spider” software that crawls 
over the Web to create an index. The soft- 
ware targets various sites and follows all 
the links on every page there, indexing 
each page. Indexes vary in quality, depend- 


ing on how frequently they’re updated and 
how often pages deleted from sites are 
deleted from them. The results also vary in 
relevance, because spider indexing may 
include invisible descriptions (known as 
metatags) added by webmasters, titles and 
headlines, and key words and phrases from 
the page. 

All these factors can produce mislead- 
ing results, especially since many web- 
masters abuse them to drive traffic to their 
sites. The result? Irrelevant hits. That's 
why Yahoo’s much-imitated model of 
human-generated site descriptions, which 
come complete with search-friendly key- 
words, often yields more-relevant results. 
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Sorting results. When you enter search 
words in a form, the search engine begins 
to search its database. The query results 
then get sorted, another source of big dif- 
ferences between search engines. 

Most sites that have invested in human 
site-indexing put those results ahead of 
mechanically indexed ones. GoTo intro- 
duces paid-for results into the mix, if an 
advertiser has bought placement for spe- 
cific search words such as travel or music. 

The bottom line: for the most thorough 
results, use more than one engine or go 
straight to a metasearcher like Dogpile. 
And for narrower, optimised results, you 
can’t go wrong with Yahoo.

Your browser as a search tool 


Before you experiment with search 
engines in distant corners of the Web, try 
the search tools in your favourite browser. 
Both Internet Explorer 5 and Navigator 
4.5 have features that can reduce typing 
and navigation time and may save you a 
long trip to unfamiliar realms. 


Internet Explorer 5 When you click the 
Search button, a left-hand pane opens, list- 
ing several search options: Find a Web 
Page, Find a Person, Find a Map, Find in 
Encyclopedia, and more. To configure these 
options to your liking, click Customize, 
which will take you to a Web page where 
you can specify your preferred search sites 
and the order in which the Search tool 
should query them. Type a keyword into 
the search field, and the query will be issued 
to all the participating search engines. 
When results appear in the search pane, 
you can click a link, and its page will appear 
in the main browser pane. If you don’t find 
what you're looking for, click Next in the left 


pane, and you'll see the results 
from the next participating search 
engine (AltaVista, HotBot, and 
others). For even faster searches, 
type a question mark in the 
address box, immediately fol- 
lowed by your query: for exam- 
ple, ?Bill Gates.

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Extending the toolbox 


Several downloadable programs offer the weary pilgrim further 
options for finding and organising information. You'll find free 
or trial versions of each of the following programs on our cover 
cD. 

A free metasearcher supported by banner advertising (a $US30 
version with more options is also available), Copernic 99 
(www.copernic.com) taps 11 popular search engines and lets you 
save whole pages from the results for offline browsing. Among 
Copernic’s conveniences is a tool for saving your search terms so 
you can continue to research a topic. 

Unlike most metasearchers, Copernic also narrows searches with 
ease: it lets you exclude results either by using Boolean arguments 
or by clicking a box next to the result and hitting <Delete>. 

Serious Net searchers in need of high-powered research assistance 
should check out Prompt Software's SuperSleuth (www.prompt 
software.com, $US60), which can deliver your queries to dozens of 
search engines simultaneously. It then compiles the results, and 
analyses and indexes every page returned. Needless to say, it’s a time- 
consuming process. And SuperSleuth’s daunting interface ensures 
that you'll need some time to maximise results. You can try 
WebSleuth, SuperSleuth’s poorer cousin, for free, but if you need to 
scour the Net till it shines, you'll probably want SuperSleuth. 
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Webforia Organizer (www.webforia.com, $US79) can act as a 
Web browser and a search tool, but its greatest strength lies in 
letting you further index specific sites and store the results offline 
for later searching. Clicking Organizer’s bookmark tool as you 
browse prompts it to save not only a site’s URL and page title but 
also an index of keywords for subsequent offline review. 

If you’re an information junkie with an overflowing in-box and 
a pile of Web research jobs waiting, Enfish Tracker Pro (www. 
enfish.com, $US80) may be just the program to get you organ- 
ised. Enfish aims not just to manage your Internet searches, but 
to organise your entire life — at least the part of it that passes 
through your PC. When you install Enfish, it first indexes every- 
thing on your hard drive — a process that may take several hours. 
Once this process is complete, Enfish sits in the background, 
quietly monitoring and indexing everything you do — documents 
you write in your word processor, e-mail you send and receive, and 
Web pages you browse. It groups related data together, making it 
easier for you to retrieve information later. 

The freeware Alexa (www.alexa.com) suggests additional sites 
for you to visit when you're browsing. Visible on your desktop as 
a narrow toolbar that sits off to one side, Alexa displays a list of 
links related to the site you’re currently visiting.

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lf your in-trays are 
always overflowing, 
your e-mail inbox 

is awash with 
unopened mail, 
Post-It notes litter 
your desk, and you 
have three address 
books, none of them 
up to date, then 
perhaps it is time to 
invest in a personal 
information manager 


PIMs have come of age and are 
increasingly an integral part of coordi- 
nating contacts, appointments and 
day-to-day activities both in the work- 
place and at home. Gone are the days 
when you shut off your desktop PC 
and your contacts became inaccessi- 
ble. With the rise of personal digital 
assistants (PDAs) and the ability of 
these devices to synchronise with 
PIMs, having the information close at 
hand is no longer an issue. And if you 
are not in the handheld club yet, then 
recent developments on the Web will 
assist you — most contact details can 
now be posted to URLs. But if you still 
feel queasy about committing yourself 
to an electronic form don’t worry — 
some PIMs even let you print out the 
details in a form that fits inside your 
paper-style organiser. 

If you are after contact or e-mail 
management, or a simple and easy-to- 
use time manager, then there is prob- 
ably a PIM for you. The PIMs reviewed 
here represent a cross-section of the 
main players available locally, with the 
market dominated by Microsoft, 
Lotus, and to a lesser extent, Corel. 
All of these products offer different 


features and tools, and depending on 
how you work, these products will 
either appeal to you or prove more 
frustrating than your current manage- 
ment system. 

The shareware product by Redbox, 
as well as the Web management offer- 
ings now available, provide a great 
opportunity to get your feet wet and 
your life in order PIM-wise, without 
outlaying a fortune. So what do you 
have to lose? Certainly not your life- 
long contact list, left in the back of 
a cab. 


Microsoft Outlook 98 
Microsoft's PIM was originally born 
out of Office 95’s Schedule+, and 
since its emergence as a workgroup 
and individual desktop manager the 
product (with the release of Outlook 
97) has continued to strengthen its 
core functions: e-mail, collaborative 
features and increasing integration 
with Microsoft Office applications. 
Outlook 98 includes a host of fea- 
tures (some already witnessed in 
Outlook 97, but now enhanced) 
designed to assist in managing and 
prioritising information, organising 
your e-mail inbox and allowing mes- 
sages to be viewed at a glance. 
Additional Internet standards are sup- 
ported and integration with other 
Microsoft applications is tighter. A set 
of basic features allow you to fine-tune 
Outlook to your specific requirements. 


ORGANISING INFORMATION 

Outlook now provides an overview of 
your day on its Outlook Today page, 
which can be accessed from the 


Outlook Bar. The page opens to show 
you messages in your inbox, a list of 
the tasks you have set yourself for the 
day, as well as your calendar and 
scheduled appointments. The calen- 
dar can be displayed in daily or week- 
ly view. You can also customise how 
your tasks are to be set out and check 
them off on completion. Contacts can 
also be searched from the Outlook 
Today view. 

One of the most important tools 
when managing your personal infor- 
mation and contacts is the ability to 
search and find the information you 
require — fast. Microsoft has incorpo- 
rated a Find page on the toolbar (it 
looks like a Web search tool) to search 
across messages, appointments, con- 
tacts and tasks. Information unearthed 
can be sorted and grouped, and an 
Advanced Find tool on the toolbar 
allows you to drill down further. 

Managing contacts, whether you 
work individually or on group pro- 
jects, and remembering who you 
need to follow up with and when, is 
difficult to keep abreast of. In Outlook 
98 a flag for contacts, in the same vein 
as the message flag tool, makes man- 
aging your calls simpler. You can spec- 
ify the date and time for the reminder, 
and select the contact you wish to flag 
detailing whether the contact requires 
a follow up call, a meeting, an e-mail 
or a letter. 


INBOX TOOLS 

Your e-mail inbox can start to take on 
a life of its own, and unless you can 
prioritise messages, locating vital infor- 
mation can become time-consuming.

Outlook includes new inbox organisa- 
tion tools to quickly sort the essential 
information from the junk. 

Folders can be set up to store mes- 
sages from common correspondents 
(for example, your co-workers and 
clients) and with the application of a 
rule, all future messages received from 
the correspondent can be directly sent 
to your folder. Colours can also be 
applied to highlight messages, and 
views can be selected to group com- 
mon messages together. Junk e-mail 
may seem like a way of life these days, 
but these tools can be utilised to move 
unsolicited material directly to the 
Deleted Items folder or to a folder of 
your choice for later viewing. Unsent 
e-mails are automatically saved to a 
Draft folder ensuring they don’t vanish 
if you are distracted by more urgent 
matters. 

The Rules wizard, which was an 
add-on component in Outlook 97, is a 
fully-fledged feature in 98. Located on 
the Tools menu, it allows for an auto- 
matic instruction to be applied to your 
e-mails, such as movement to a folder, 
deletion, forwarding or flagging of 
incoming and outgoing e-mails. 


BASIC FEATURES 

Outlook, with its labyrinth of features, 
has always looked a little cluttered, 
with numerous tools and dialogue 
boxes tending to make the manage- 
ment of information difficult. Outlook 
98 has endeavoured to alleviate this 
problem by simplifying the number 
of options available, and allowing 
these to be customised. The View 
menu, for example, only displays the 
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Outlook 98’s sizeable Preview pane lets you view 


messages without opening them 
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most frequently used commands, and 
the new Actions menu only contains 
commands related to the view you are 
currently using. Fewer buttons appear 
on the toolbars, although these can be 
customised to display, remove or 
change further options if required. 
Multiple folders can be opened in sep- 
arate windows, so in case you need to 
confirm a contact while your calendar 
is opened, both views can be seen. 

If you use HTML to format your 
e-mail messages, your e-mail stationery 
can be tailored to change default fonts, 
add images and background colours. 
An HTML mail tool allows you to send 
messages incorporating animated 
graphics, images and other attach- 
ments found on a Web page — even 
entire Web pages can be sent. 

Multiple signatures are also support- 
ed (which is handy in this era of 
downsizing with employees often ful- 
filling various roles in an organisation) 
allowing you to create more than one 
e-mail signature as required for your 
clients, colleagues and_ personal 
contacts. A nifty tool, to ensure our 
e-mails are legible, is the Auto Reply 
format, which automatically sends 
reply e-mail to the recipient in its orig- 
inal format. E-mails can also be pre- 
viewed at an adjustable size in the 
Preview Pane, allowing you to scan 
messages before actioning them. 


INTERNET STANDARDS AND 
PROTOCOLS 

Outlook 98 supports the Versit stan- 
dards for electronic business cards and 
appointments. This means you can 
organise meetings over the Internet 
and share calendar information to a 
specified Web site. Contact informa- 
tion, in the form of Internet vCards, 
can be attached as an electronic busi- 
ness card to your outgoing e-mails. 
Common protocols supported include 
POP3/SMTP, IMAP 4, LDAP, NNTP 
Newsreader and S/MIME. 

Continuing with Microsoft's inte- 
gration of its Web browser and desk- 
top management tools, Outlook is 
designed to synch with Internet 
Explorer. Outlook can be launched 
from IE's quick launch bar, and e-mails 
and contacts can be created from 
within the browser. As mentioned 


earlier, if you format your e-mail mes- 
sages in HTML, Web pages or Web 
images can be sent. 

A NetMeeting tool provides online 
conferencing and chat capabilities. 
With video streaming, other online 
attendees can be viewed, and pro- 
grams and documents can be shared 
over the Web. 


OUTLOOK 2000 

At press time Microsoft was set to 
launch its Office 2000 suite of prod- 
ucts containing Outlook 2000. Many 
of the design, customisation and per- 
formance glitches were ironed out 
in Outlook 98, and Outlook 2000 is 
a versatile package offering further 
e-mail, calendar, address book and 
management capabilities. 

Microsoft has enhanced e-mail 
capabilities with Outlook working with 
Internet service provider (ISP) 
accounts, Microsoft Exchange and 
corporate e-mail systems. However, 
most of these features haven't 
changed much from Outlook 98. 

The coordination between e-mail 
and PIM features has been taken a step 
further in Outlook 2000. Each contact 
record in the address book has a sec- 
tion summarising Outlook information 
related to the contact, including e-mail 
messages, appointments and _ tasks. 
Wherever you are working in Outlook, 
the new search window can be 
accessed to locate a contact record 
quickly. And because Outlook 2000 
serves as a front end to Internet 
Explorer, you can use the program as a 
tool to browse the corporate Intranet. 

Microsoft has continued to min- 
imise the interface clutter, with menus 
in this release being more concise, and 


tools having a Web-style look and feel. 
Outlook has developed into the client 
software for Microsoft's Exchange 
groupware server, and has become a 
product of strategic importance to the 
company, hence ensuring its ongoing 
development.

Pocket PIMs 


The good news about most of 
today’s PIMs is that it’s easy to take 
your schedule, contact information 
and other important data with you 
on the road. The most popular 
mobile option is the PalmPilot, 
which now ships with ready-made 
conduit software for exchanging 
data with Microsoft Outlook. 
Working from the other end of 
the equation, some popular PIMs, 
like Sidekick 98, are market-savvy 
enough to include PalmPilot, Rex 
and Windows CE hot-sync software 
as built-in menu options. Even if you 
don’t use Sidekick 98 as your pre- 
ferred PIM, it can serve as a useful 
“translation station” for your data. 


isn’t enough space, then up to 20 
custom fields are available for you 
to include specific contact information. 
From the Contacts page a user-friend- 
ly feature allows you to pre-address an 
e-mail, or launch a contact’s URL in 
your Web browser with one click. Users 
can also link relevant contact informa- 
tion using an Autolink feature. 

The History view in contacts enables 
you to see immediately and track any 


appointments (past and future), tasks, 
anniversaries, letters, and e-mails. The 
history can then be sorted by activity, 
date or description. New information 
can be added whilst in the history 
view, so when you are updating infor- 
mation fields you don’t have to toggle 
between different views.

CALENDAR 

Lotus has added new pages in its 
Calendar section to minimise the 
amount of time spent managing your 
time, and allowing you to see at a 
glance what the day involves. The Day 
Planner view helps a lot in this process, 
with the new view bringing your 
appointments on the left-hand side, 


Lotus Organizer, ACT!, Goldmine, 
Sidekick, Novell GroupWise, and a 
number of other popular PIMs. At 
the time of going to press, StarFish 
Software was in the midst of releas- 
ing the latest version of its product, 
Sidekick99. Unfortunately a review 
copy of the PIM was unavailable in 
Australia, and the new version is 
expected to hit our shores in the 
coming months. 

Significantly, Intellisync can dis- 
tribute your mobile data between a 
number of PC applications. If, say, 
you use Lotus Organizer to manage 
your calendar and Outlook to man- 
age your contacts and e-mail, 
Intellisync can be configured to put 


Calendars can be imported from Outlook 97, Schedule+ 
and Lotus Organizer, while contacts can be transferred 
from most other programs through a generic filter — 
when you've finished the conversion, hit the sync button 
and your data is ready to go. 

Specialised third-party add-in conduit software can 
be expensive, but you'll find a solution for almost every 
possible combination of Palmtop and PIM on the mar- 
ket. Puma’s Intellisync range offers direct synchronisa-

the page. The Weekly timeslot view is 
also new, bringing up a snapshot of 
your entire week’s events. And if you 
travel across time zones, appointments 
can be scheduled spanning midnight 
and into the next day. 


INTERNET TOOLS 

Organizer also incorporates the 
iCalendar-based Internet scheduling 
standard, which means that you can 
schedule over the Internet with any- 
one using a PIM or contact manager 
supporting the standard. Tools includ- 
ed in the group-scheduling feature 
include a Busy time search, enabling a 
common time for meetings to be 
arranged. By searching for a free time 
amongst the meeting attendees, you 
can ensure there is no doubling up of 
appointments. You can publish your 
busy times to a URL, and can also 
specify whether you want this infor- 
mation published and how often it 
updates. Meeting information and 
invites can also be sent out and confir- 
mations received using this standard. 
Lotus requires a MAPI mail client to 
enable this feature. 

LDAP lookup tools allow you to 
access online and Internet directories 
from your PIM, so there’s no need to 
launch a Web browser. The contact 
results obtained can to be added to 
your existing contacts. 

Organizer also supports vCard and 
vCalendar standards which, as in 
Outlook 98, allow you to import infor- 
mation using this standard and direct- 
ly add it to your Organizer sections, 
for example contacts or appoint- 
ments. This can save a lot of typing. 


GENERAL FEATURES 

Lotus has also made the interface a 
little snazzier, with new colours, which 
can be used to highlight Organizer 
information, and redesigned tabs, to 
assist in finding information faster. The 
inclusion of a Date Navigator provides 
varied views with which to search your 
Calendar. Move to a specific day, 
month or year, and access the current 
date from any view you are working 
on in Organizer. A status bar running 
along the bottom of the pages in 
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Organizer’s binder can be changed by 
clicking on the Views pop-up menu, 
bringing up different information as 
required. Organizer also remembers 
where you have been in each section, 
and comes back to the same spot 
when you click between entries. 

One of the downsides to the new 
version is the omission of support for 
Lotus Notes. This was available in pre- 
vious versions, and allowed users to 
link with Notes databases for corporate 
scheduling and contacts. Apparently 
many of the new Organizer features 
will be available in the Notes 5.0. 

While this software may not include 
the e-mail and file management capa- 
bilities of Outlook, this is the PIM for 
you if you want comprehensive con- 
tact management without the clutter. 
A good streamlined product that can 
be tailored to suit your needs whether 
they are simple or complex.

CorelCentral 9 

CorelCentral 9 was completely re- 
designed for the release of 
WordPerfect Office 2000. Although it 
is not available as a stand-alone prod- 
uct, Corel has made its PIM easier to 
use than its previous incarnation and 
reduced the system requirements and 
resources it consumes. It offers some 
great basic features. 
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Moving away from the feature inten- 
sity offer by other PIMs, CorelCentral 
provides basic tools which are essential 
to manage contacts and calendar sched- 
ules. The DayPlanner section is designed 
to launch immediately when the com- 
puter is booted up. Instead of dominat- 
ing the whole screen, it appears to the 
side, allowing users to see at a glance 
what events and tasks the day holds. 
When not in use the planner is hidden 
until required. Integrated with the cal- 
endar section, anything scheduled in 
this section will automatically appear in 
the planner, and vice-versa if changes 
are made on the fly in the planner. Corel 
has ensured that many “local” regions 
are represented, from Australia to 
Zimbabwe, so local holidays can be 
automatically scheduled. Calendar views 
include day, week and month. 

Tasks are also provided for within 
the calendar, and can be customised 
to display subject, priority, percentage 
of a task completed and start and due 
dates. New events and tasks are easy 
to pull up from the calendar tab, and 
alarm options to schedule reminder 
screens are also featured. 

Corel has included Card File and 
Address book sections to cater for con- 
tact information needs. The Card Book 
acts as an information manager, and 
allows you to design the cards to suit 
your needs, which can cover just about 
anything from inventories, stockist and 
supplier information to general contact 
details.

RedBox Organizer 2.2 
RedBox is a shareware PIM designed 
for Windows 95/98/NT which offers a 
lot of power and performance for a 
low price. Developed by Vladimir 
Djuric, the software includes all the 
basic features found in the higher 
priced PIMs, yet is simple and easy to 
use. This makes it ideal for anyone try- 
ing to get a handle on managing their 
personal information, yet find the fea- 
ture set of Outlook and Lotus a little 
awe-inspiring. 

A colourful interface makes a nice 
change from the muted tones offered in 
other products and adds a fun element 
to the software. The only downside to 
the interface is the North American 
focus of the design, with many icons, 
specifically in the Anniversary section, 
tailored to holidays and seasons specific 
to that part of the world. It is surprising, 


with other PIMs designing their prod- 
ucts to suit a diverse mix of countries, 
that users have to click on a snowscape 
to bring up January, or that Veterans 
Day is an anniversary choice. 

RedBox incorporates all the basic 
management features including calen- 
dar entries with tools to set alarm times 
and sounds to warn of impending 
engagements, and the ability to set 
recurring appointments, such as weekly 
or monthly meetings. A To Do page 
allows you to create a list of tasks, and 
monitor their completion using a selec- 
tion of colour bands which change with 
time depending on how long the task 
has been pending. A Planner feature is 
included, but provides minimal space to 
describe the project. Since RedBox isn’t 
a project management application, this 
is more a token reminder tool as 
opposed to a management tool. 

The Address book is quite extensive 


for its size and allows for records to be 
allocated under friends and business 
tabs. E-mail addresses and company 
URLs can be included in these folders, 
and a simple click on a contact’s e-mail 
address or URL will launch an e-mail 
page, or client Web page. RedBox has 
expanded on its Internet abilities. Earlier 
versions provided for Web presentations 
to be compiled from data in the 
Calendar section, and in the latest ver- 
sion Web presentations can be made 
from Address book entries. This means 
that by publishing your Address book to 
the Web or corporate server, other peo- 
ple with access to the Internet, or alter- 
natively your corporate Intranet, can 
view the data. Phone calls can be made 
from the Address book by clicking on a 
listed phone number. 

RedBox also offers a powerful fea- 
ture in the form of its linking capabili- 
ties, allowing for the entries in any of 
its sections to be associated. This tool is 
easy to use, and involves opening the 
link manager, where you can search for 
corresponding information in various 
sections. For example, a contact name 
may be associated with a calendar 
appointment. Simply search for the 
two items, and click on the link text 
paperclip icon and you can then see 
and highlight the connection. This fea- 
ture is not limited to linking two items, 
and can be extended to reach across 
multiple entries.

Its free 
Windows utility transfers data between Briefcase 
and Outlook, Lotus Organizer, and other applica- 
tions; synchronises its e-mail inbox with a desktop 
mail client; and can even direct files automatically 
between Briefcase and your desktop PC. 

But Briefcase also has its share of nicks and scuffs. 
Unlike most desktop PIMs, it offers no way to search 
your calendar, and its e-mail doesn’t rival the best 
stand-alone Web e-mail services (for example, you 
can’t send blind carbon copies of messages). 

Ultimately, we recommend using a Web-based 
calendar as a complement to your desktop PIM, not 
as a replacement. Many of these services can 
automatically synchro-

If you ae Yahoo, you'll like 
this calendar. 
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July sees the spotlight fall on notebook computers and we 
review half a dozen systems with some interesting observa- 
tions and results. The NEC Versa LX recorded the highest PC 
WorldBench score we have seen, while Toshiba submitted a 
Celeron-powered Tecra 8000 that put most of the Pentium 
Il-powered notebooks to shame. Pioneer submitted the first 
AMD K6-2 400MHz notebook to enter the Test Centre. To 
complement our testing we asked some market analysts 
from IDC a few curly questions about the notebook market 
and found out that the average price paid for a notebook in 
1998 was around the $4500 mark. 

In the PC section we finally get a look at a system with the 
new Intel 810 chip set, which is aimed at the low-end mar- 
ket. By incorporating the graphics and audio on-board it 
focuses on cutting costs and helps to push the price of PCs 


down even further. The system submitted by Beyond fea- 
tures a 466MHz Celeron which provided performance com- 
parable to a 400MHz Pentium II system for less than $1700. 
Our printer review sees a battle between a 32ppm Xerox, 
the new Kyocera FS-3700+ and the Lexmark Optra S 1855, 
while in the Scanner section, Agfa submitted their translu- 
cent green USB SnapScan 1212u as well as the baby of the 
DuoScan range, the T1200, and proved why they have 
been a driving force in the scanner market for so long. 
Several SCSI drives also entered our reviews from Fujitsu, 
Western Digital and Seagate. The market has changed con- 
siderably since we last looked at SCSI drives in March. Prices 
have dropped and performance has almost doubled with 
Ultra2, making SCSI drives better value than ever.

We compare new products to 
previously reviewed hardware, updating the charts each 
month to reflect price cuts and other changes.

The prices quoted are the recommended retail price, which 
includes sales tax, as supplied to us by the vendor. Prices 
and test results are only for the system or product as supplied 
to us, not a similar configuration or model that might be 
available — please note this when discussing prices with 
vendors. We make every effort to keep pricing and specs 
current, but it is a good idea to check with the vendor for 
up-to-the-minute pricing. 


HOW ARE PRODUCTS RATED? 

All products are ranked according to a Value rating. The 
Value rating is calculated from scores in the following areas: 
Overall Quality/Output Quality, Features, Price, Warranty, 
Service/Support, and Ergonomics/Ease of Use. The weight- 
ings assigned to each area for each product category are 


based on the results of PC World’s 1998 Brand Awareness 
Study, which surveyed the importance these product char- 
acteristics to Australian computer users. Performance scores 
are added to get a final Value rating. 


WHAT DO THE BENCHMARKS FOR PCs 

AND NOTEBOOKS MEAN? 

PC WorldBench 98 runs test scripts using real versions (that 
is, not simulations) of common applications to measure 2D 
performance. This benchmark tests the speed of the entire 
system, from the hard drive to the graphics adapter. 
Applications used are Microsoft Word, Lotus Word Pro, 
Microsoft Excel, Lotus 1-2-3, Corel Paradox and Micrografx 
Picture Publisher. The PC WorldBench 98 score is a measure 
of how fast a system is in relation to the baseline machine, 
a Gateway PMMX-200 with 32MB RAM, 2GB hard drive 
and 512K secondary cache. A PC that scores 200, for exam- 
ple, is twice as fast as the baseline system. 

Final Reality is a benchmark developed by VNU European 
Labs and Remedy Entertainment for testing processing 
power of 3D and 2D graphics, and bus transfer. (You can 
download it from www.finalreality.com to test your own sys- 
tem.) This benchmark generates a score compared to a 
baseline system of a Pentium 150MHz (non-MMxX) with a 
$3 Virge/VX graphics subsystem.

One of the systems we look at this 
month, from Beyond Computers, con- 
tains the third variation of this chipset, 
which includes ATA/66 support and 
AMB display cache.

— at $1650 it’s cheap, provides great 
applications performance, and the 
kids can also play games on it. The 
system was restricted to fifth position 
on the Value chart on account of the 
lack of bundled software. 

Two other machines were reviewed 
this month, one a Pentium II system 
from GES and the other an AMD K6-2 
system from Peripherals Plus. 

Peripherals Plus is typically strong in 
the Value category, and this month 
sees the company taking out the first 


three placings with its K6-2 line of sys- 
tems ranging from 300MHz to 
400Mz. This month we looked at the 
K6-2 350. The machine produced very 
good results in PC WorldBench, aver- 
aging 175 from its three runs, and was 
also adequate in our Final Reality tests, 
obtaining an overall score of 2.9. 
The machine contains 64MB SDRAM, 
a 6.4GB hard drive, a Trident 4D 
64-voice wavetable PCI sound card 
and a Trident Blade 3D graphics card. 
Expansion is handled by two 3.5in and

three 5.25in drive bays, while the 
motherboard has three ISA, four PCI 
and three DIMM slots. Bundled soft- 
ware includes Lotus SmartSuite, 
Norton AntiVirus and Norton Virtual 
Drive, which allows you to copy CD- 
ROMs directly to your hard drive and 
run them from there without needing 
the CD-ROM. The system is priced 
at $1395 and is available from 
Peripherals Plus. 

The third machine we reviewed this 
month came to us from Digiland, who 
sent in their GES Cesky CD. Powered 
by a Pentium II 400 processor and 


equipped with 64MB SDRAM and an 
i740 graphics adapter, this machine 
proved to be more than adequate in 
all facets of our testing. It ranks equal 
fifth on our Power chart. The machine 
averaged a score of 199 over its three 
PC WorldBench runs, and finished 
with an overall score of 3.8 in Final 
Reality. 

Other features of the machine 
include an 8.4GB IBM hard drive, a 
16-bit ESS sound card, an internal 56K 
modem that also has a phone pass- 
through, and a 40x CD-ROM drive, 
which actually provided the fastest 
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transfer rates of all the CD-ROM drives 
we have seen so far in the Best Buys. 
The system comes housed in a bulky 
mid-tower case which should ideally 
be placed underneath a desk. It has 
two 3.5in and three 5.25in drive bays, 
while the motherboard has four PCI 
and three ISA slots along with three 
DIMM slots. The motherboard is 
jumperless and allows you to change 
the CPU frequency settings through 
the BIOS. The machine ships with a 
15in monitor that has a viewable area 
of 13.9in, and comes with Norton 
AntiVirus software.

The Best Buys spotlight falls on note- 
book computers this month, so we 
rounded up six notebooks from Acer, 
NEC, IBM, Toshiba, GES and Pioneer. 
We think there’s something here to 
satisfy everyone from the mobile exec- 
utive to the most budget-conscious 
user. 

We also had a chat with Rupinder 
Toor and Logan Ringland — two of 
IDC’s market analysts involved in the 
creation of IDC market forecasts for 
the notebook and desktop markets. 
We asked them which were the most 
popular notebook brands for different 
market sectors; what was the average 
price paid; what they thought of 
notebooks marketed as “desktop 
replacements”, and where they 
saw the notebook heading in the new 
millennium. 

Research from IDC indicates that 
currently notebooks make up 18 per 
cent of total PC shipments and this 
figure is expected to grow to 20 per 
cent by 2003. As for the highest 
selling notebook brands, Toshiba has

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an almost complete stranglehold. 
According to IDC, more people in the 
corporate, small to medium enterprise 
(SME), SOHO and education sectors 
buy a Toshiba than any other brand. 
The only market that Toshiba doesn’t 
dominate is the home market, where 
Compaq holds the most appeal and 
the highest sales. 

The current No. 1 machine in the 
Power Category is the Dell Inspiron 
7000 A366GT, which could be classed 
as a desktop replacement machine. 
We asked IDC who these type of 
machines appeal to most and are they 
truly “desktop replacements”. This is 
what they had to say: “Some of the 
higher-end notebooks are on par in 
performance with desktops. They plug 
into the network when in the office 
and when on the move they use 
remote access. This functionality, 
combined with technical specifica- 
tions of the top-end notebooks is 
appealing to regional managers, exec- 
utives who are always travelling or 
always out of the office.”

Our notebooks this month ranged in 
price from $2599 for the new AMD 
K6-2 400 driven Pioneer 2000 
Valuebook, making its debut at No. 2 
in the Value category, to $7999 for the 
high-spec, high-performance NEC 
Versa LX, which makes its debut at 
equal fifth in the Power category. 

We noticed some distinguishing 
features within this range when we 
examined the above-mentioned note- 
books as well as the GES AION 4000, 
the IBM ThinkPad 570, the Acer 
TravelMate 515T and the Toshiba 
Tecra 8000. In this very competitive 
market, the average price paid for a 
notebook in 1998 was $4469. As 
a point of interest, the average of 
the prices listed in July’s Value 
Notebooks category is $3149, while 
the average price in the Power 
Notebooks category is $6114. 


I'M AN INDIVIDUAL 
The Toshiba Tecra 8000 differs from 
the rest by being the first Celeron- 


powered machine in the Power cate- 
gory. It scored the third highest per- 
formance score this month, only 
beaten by the NEC Versa LX and the 
ThinkPad 570 which are both pow- 
ered by Pentium II 366 processors. 
The NEC Versa LX deserves hon- 
ourable mention as the fastest per- 
forming notebook we have tested. It 
received a PC WorldBench score of 
182, narrowly beating the previous 
high score holder and current No. 1, 
the Dell Inspiron 7000. Its trump card 
is the 8MB AGP ATI Rage LT Pro 
graphics adapter which assisted its 
overall performance evaluation greatly 
as well as making the Versa LX ideal 
for portable 3D graphics. 

The IBM ThinkPad 570 was by far 
the thinnest and lightest notebook in 
the review, weighing in at a meagre 
1.83kg and with dimensions of 
300mm x 240mm x 27.95mm. This 
doesn’t stop it from featuring a 
366MHz PIl processor and 13.3in 
screen, nor did it stop the ThinkPad 
570 from outperforming every note- 


book ever tested bar the NEC Versa LX 
and the Dell Inspiron 7000. 


NO CELL OUT! 

Being portable devices, notebooks 
naturally need to have batteries for 
those times you can’t reach a power 
point. Without a doubt, battery per- 
formance will make the difference 
between accessing your data when 
you need to most or accessing vulgar 
profanities when you need to least. 
The first batteries used were of the 
nickel cadmium variety and after a few 
uses invariably ended up with the lifes- 
pan of a burning match. The batteries 
were not totally to blame as control 
over power management at the time 
left something to be desired. Things 
improved somewhat with the nickel 
metal hydride battery, which didn’t 
“ghost” as badly as its predecessor 
and with reasonable care could pro- 
duce an acceptable lifespan. Five out 
of the six notebooks we received this 
month shipped with a lithium ion bat- 
tery boasting lifespans from two to

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four hours. This type of battery lasts 
longer than either of the previous two 
as well as addressing the “ghosting” 
problem in a more substantial fashion. 
If you intend to, or already use your 
notebook predominantly with battery 
power, it is best to use a strategy so as 
to ensure you are not caught out, irre- 
spective of which battery type your 
notebook has. One of the best ways to 
maintain useable battery life is to plug 
your notebook into the mains outlet 
only when the battery has run itself 
completely flat. Make the most of the 
notebook’s options for power man- 


agement to tailor the machine to your 
type of use. For example, you can set 
it to go into standby or suspend mode 
after a user-prescribed period of time, 
or you can control individual compo- 
nents’ use of power via the Power 
Management facility in the Windows 
Control Panel. Best of all, invest in a 
second battery and rotate them as 
required in conjunction with the 
above tips. 


LIGHTEN UP 
Portable means you need to lug it 
around and it will at times sit on your 
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lap. Notebooks that have been sub- 
mitted to the Test Centre weigh in at 
between 3 and 4kg on average, and 
different weights usually indicate the 
weight difference is meaningful. The 
notebooks closest to the 4kg mark 
are usually fully-featured and have 
everything built in including CD- 
ROM or DVD drives, floppy drives 
etc. You carry your machine around 
and when you need to you just pull it 
out, power it up and you’re ready to 
go. As notebooks get lighter, espe-

Priced at $2599, the Valuebook certainly 
lives up to its name and has the distinction 
of being the lowest-priced notebook 
appearing in our charts. It weighs in at 
3.2kg, is powered by a new AMD K2-400 
CPU combined with 64MB RAM and a 
4.3GB hard drive. Performance was on par 
with a 266MHz Pentium Il — more than 
adequate to handle the bundled software 
that includes Lotus Smartsuite, World Book 
Encyclopedia and Norton AntiVirus. 

The 12.1in active TFT display has a 
native resolution of 800 x 600 (24-bit 
colour) and is coupled to a 2MB Trident 
9685, which performed poorly in 
our tests. Multimedia is courtesy of the 
built-in 24x CD-ROM drive hooked up to 
the ESS 1869 sound adapter which 
pumps sound through the stereo speakers 
located above the keyboard. Connectivity 
is provided by USB, infrared, PC Card as 
well as the usual serial, parallel, PS2 and 
VGA ports. The mouse duties are handled 
well by a glidepad nestled in the middle 
of the generous palm rest below the key- 
board. 

Portable power is supplied by a NiMH 
battery, making the Valuebook the only 
system tested with this type of battery. It 
has a stated life of 2-3 hours. Despite its 
drawbacks, the Pioneer 2000 Valuebook is 
great value for money and debuts in the 
No. 2 position in our Value category.

The 3.1kg TravelMate 515T is a multime- 
dia-equipped notebook powered by a 
lithium ion battery and an Intel Pll 
300MHz processor.

TOSHIBA TECRA 8000 

The Tecra 8000 can be configured with a 
variety of processors ranging from the 
333Mkz Intel Celeron in our review system 
to a 333MHz and 366MHz Pentium Il. 
Apart from the Celeron processor, our 
review machine was also configured with 
64MB RAM and a 6GB hard disk drive. 
Performance results proved it to be faster

Intel may dominate the mobile processor market for 
now, but rival vendor AMD plans to give the chip 
giant a run for its money. In late May AMD released its 
380MHz K6-III-P mobile processor, the fastest x86 
mobile PC processor on the market. Also available in 
366MHz and 350MHz versions, the AMD K6-III-P 
processor is designed to compete with Intel’s mobile 
Pentium III and mobile Pentium II Dixon chips. 

The K6-III-P processor leverages AMD's TriLevel 
Cache design, sixth-generation micro-architecture, 
and a 100MHz frontside bus. By comparison, Intel's 
mobile PII Dixon chips feature a 66MHz frontside bus. 
AMD's K6-III-P also has double the L1 cache of Intel’s 
fastest mobile Celeron and PIl chips. 

“With its bigger cache and higher clock speed, the 
mobile K6-IlI-P is extending the high performance, 
sub-$US2,000 notebook space,” says Martin Reynolds, 
a mobile computing analyst with the market research 
firm Dataquest. 

And the Ké6-Ill-P has the same footprint as the com- 
pany’s K6-2 mobile chip. “The mobile AMD K6-IlI-P is 
compatible with [our] existing Super7 platform infra- 
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structure,” says Martin Booth, product marketing 
manager for AMD’s mobile processing division. 
Because AMD’s new mobile chip is PIN-compatible 
with existing K6-2 notebooks, vendors won't have to 
invest in a new design, Booth says. 

Introduced earlier this year with the mobile K6-2 
chips, AMD’s 3DNow technology also figures promi- 
nently in the mobile K6-III-P design. 3DNow enhances | 
3D graphics, soft DVD playback and speech recogni- 
tion. 

The mobile K6-III-P operates at a core voltage of 
2.2 volts with an extended case temperature rating 
of 80 degrees Celsius compared to a 1.6 core voltage 
and 100 degree Celsius case temperature for Intel’s 
latest 366MHz mobile Celeron. Intel uses Voltage 
Reduction technology to optimise performance at 
lower power levels. 

“The only downside to AMD‘s new mobile chips is 
that the power meter is still a little high,” says 
Reynolds. “They are not suitable for ultrathin and 
light mini notebooks.

Observing the frenzy with which 
models and prices change in the 
Personal Printer Best Buys, as well as 
taking into consideration the other 
hardware categories that we examine, 
the network printer market seems 
to be the most stable when it comes 
to model life and pricing.

Teco Relisys has been making 
affordable scanners for a number of 
years and the Magic Star 600 is no 
exception. It is a 30-bit colour scanner 
boasting an optical resolution of 600 x 
300dpi, which would make it ideal for 
scanning images for Web pages as 
well as images that you may use in a 
newsletter, a school project or small 
presentation. It connects to your PC 
by the parallel port, negating the need 
for an interface card. The Magic Star 
600 will work on Windows 3.1x, 95, 
98, NT or Mac OS 7.0 or later. It 
comes bundled with iPhoto Plus 4 (for 
image editing), TextBridge Classic 
OCR and a Direct Scan TWAIN driver.

The advantages of this scanner are its 
very low price ($149) and the fact that 
no special interface card is required. 
On the downside there is no option 
for an automatic document feeder or 
transparency adapter, and default 
scans are quite poor. All this means is

The Artec AM12E Plus is the parallel 
port representative of the AM12 family 
of scanners. It features an optical reso- 
lution of 600 x 1200 and is capable of 
36-bit true colour. Scanning type is 
single pass with CCD and the scanner 
weighs in at 3.5kg. Bundled software

Agfa seems to be able to do no 
wrong in our reviews after submitting 
the DuoScan 11200 and_ the 
SnapScan 1212u! The T1200 is the 
baby of the DuoScan family and at 
$1490 is also the least expensive. 
With an optical resolution of 600 x 
1200, yet still featuring Agfa 
Twinplate technology found in the 
more expensive DuoScans, as well as 
an optional automatic document 
feeder, the 11200 has plenty of 
appeal. The TwinPlate technology 
provides two separate scanning beds 
for reflectives and transparencies to 
provide optimum scanning quality 
by ensuring better control over the 
optical path. 

The 71200 is bundled with Caere

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Hard Drives 


This month we review three 
18GB hard drives from 
Seagate, Fujitsu and Western 
Digital. Storage capacity is 
about the only thing they 
seem to have in common as 
all three are configured differ- 


ently. Starting with the inter- 
faces, the Western Digital and the 
Fujitsu MAG3182LP have the faster 
Ultra2 LVD interfaces as opposed to 
the Ultra interface on the Seagate 
Barracuda ST118273N. In the spin 
speed department, the Fujitsu’s 
10,000rpm outgunned the 7200rpm 
of the Western Digital and the 
Seagate. Buffer sizes also vary: 512K in 
the Seagate, jumping to 2MB in the 
Western Digital and then leaping to a 
huge 4MB in the Fujitsu. 

Compared to the drives in the previ- 
ous SCSI review in March, we see a 
marked increase in performance and 
significant price changes. With the 
exception of the Seagate Barracuda, 
the rest of the drives in this month’s 
roundup can also handle the 80MB/sec 
transfer rate afforded to them by their 
Ultra2 connections. All of the above 
factors contribute to the substantial 
increases in performance since March 
— especially noticeable in the Fujitsu 
and the Western Digital drives. 

To highlight the difference in per- 
formance, consider the specification 
changes that have arisen in the last 
four months. The 18GB Fujitsu 
MAA3182SP that appeared in March 
was restricted to 40MB/sec by its Ultra 


80MB/sec of the Ultra2 interface on 
the current model. It also sported 
a 512K buffer — one eighth of the 
4MB buffer in this month’s Fujitsu 
MAG3182LP, and = spin speed 
improved to 10,000rpm, up from 
7200rpm. Most notably, the Adaptec 
ThreadMark score for data transfer vir- 
tually doubled from 5.84MB/sec in 
March to 11.62MB/sec in this review. 
To top it off, the MAG3182LP is almost 
$500 cheaper today than the now 
defunct MAA3182SP was in March. In 
fact, price per gigabyte has dropped 
so significantly while performance has 
improved so considerably that the 
lowest value score of 74 in July's chart 
is 11 points higher than March’s No. 1 
score. The price per gigabyte in March 
ranged from $201 for the 4.55GB 
Seagate Barracuda to a considerably 
lower $100 per GB for the 18.2GB 
Quantum Atlas III. This month, prices 
range from $115 per gigabyte for the 
18.3GB Western Digital to $85 per 
gigabyte for the 18.2GB Quantum 
Atlas Ill. Congratulations to both 
Fujitsu and Western Digital for the 
exceptional performance of their 
18GB drives and for smashing the 
100-point value barrier in our July

WANT TO USE FAT32 


UNDER NT 4? 


By Brian Livingston 


FAT32 is one of the nicer features of 
Windows 98 and Windows 95B (also 
known as OSR2). But Microsoft has 
never released Windows NT 4.0 
support for FAT32, saying you should 
wait for NT 5.0 (now called Windows 
2000). 

For NT users who know where to 
look, however, a solution is at hand. 

FAT32 (a file format with a 32-bit 
file allocation table) allows you 
to create drive letters (or disk 
partitions) larger than the old FAT16 
limit of 2GB. FAT32 also saves disk

space by using a more efficient 
cluster size than the FAT16 file 
format uses. 

Depending on the files contained 
on your drive, converting from FAT16 
to FAT32 usually frees up at least 20 
per cent of hard disk space that was 
previously wasted. To find out how 
much disk space you would gain, run 
Microsoft’s FAT32 Win utility. This 
program is located on the Windows 
98 CD-ROM at 
D:\Tools\Reskit\ Config (where D: is 
the letter of your CD-ROM drive). 

Under Windows 98, FAT32 also 
enables faster loading of Microsoft 
Office applications (and some 
others). After converting a drive to 
FAT32, you run Win98’s Disk 
Defragmenter. It writes the files of 
compliant applications back to your — 
drive in the proper sequence to 
optimise their load times. 

To run Win98’s FAT32 Drive 
Converter, click Start-Run, and 
type cvt1. To see some caveats 
about the process, click Details in 
the Drive Converter program. For 
greater control over the process 
(such as the ability to reverse it), 
you should use PartitionMagic, a 
utility from PowerQuest 
(www.powerquest.com). 

If you want the capability to dual- 
boot NT 4.0 and read FAT32 
partitions, you need a little-known 
product from a company called 
Winternals Software. Winternals’ 
FAT32 for NT 4.0 is a file system 
driver that gives NT the ability to 


read FAT32 partitions just as easily as 
it does FAT16 and native NT File 
System volumes. A version of the 
driver that allows read-only access to 
FAT32 drives is downloadable for 
free. A version that also allows writing 
to FAT32 drives costs $US39 per seat 
(with network licensing terms 
available). 

Although numerous satisfied users 
report running FAT32 for NT 
successfully for months, it has 
escaped public notice to the extent 
that it’s practically an NT secret. | 
scoured several search engines and 
found only a mention in a German- 
language magazine and a handful of 
Web sites. 

You do need to respect a few 
minor limitations, though. 

¢ Don’t convert your NT 4.0 boot 
partition to FAT32, because NT won't 
be able to boot from it. 

¢ To run FAT32 utilities such as 
Scandisk, you'll need to boot into 
Windows 98. 

¢ Microsoft has no official position 
on the product, but Winternals’ chief 
system architect, Mark Russinovich, 
notes, “We’ve had several orders 
from people at Microsoft.” 

e When you upgrade to Windows 
2000, Russinovich says Microsoft's 
own driver will automatically 
take over FAT32 support. You 
can then uninstall Winternal’s 
product.

TROUBLESHOOT AND REPAIR 


YOUR REGISTRY 


Every time you boot up your PC, you 
wait while it runs through its series 
of hardware self-checks and then 
initialises the software. Much of this 
process is visible on the screen. But 
deep in the background, your 
hardware and software consult the 
Windows Registry, the central 
repository of your PC’s system settings 
and configurations. No on-screen 
messages alert you to that activity. 

The process reveals itself only when 
serious problems arise, as when a 
device isn’t recognised or Windows 
won't start. When you have device 
headaches, you can install a new 
driver or run the Add New Hardware 
applet in Control Panel. But if your 
system refuses to load the operating 
system, all you know is that Windows 
can’t access the Registry or has 
insufficient memory to load it. 

The message may include an 
option to restore the Registry from 
Windows’ automatic backup 
(user.daO and system.da0 in the 
Windows folder in Win 95, or certain 
.cab files in the Windows \Sysbckup 
folder in Win 98); but if those files are 
corrupted as well, you're in deep 
trouble. If this evil fate befalls you, 
here are some tips and repair plans 
for rescuing (or at least salvaging) the 
Registry using the good old DOS 
prompt. Even if you don’t have a 
Registry problem right now, save this 
article — one day you'll thank me! 

If you're using Windows 98, 
chances are Windows either will send 
you to the DOS prompt when you 
boot, or will display the boot menu 
so you can arrange to go there 
yourself. In Windows 95, you'll need 
to restart your system. When you see 
the ‘Starting Windows 95’ message, 
press <F8> to display the Windows 
95 Startup Menu; then press 7 and 
<Enter> to choose Safe Mode 
Command Prompt. 

At this point, | recommend backing 
up your Registry files (corrupted or 
not) to ensure that your tinkering 
doesn’t make matters any worse: go 


to your Windows directory (for 
example, type cd \windows and 
press <Enter> if that’s the folder 
where Windows is installed). Since 
the Registry files are hidden, type 
attrib -s -h -r *.da* and press 
<Enter>. Then use the Copy 
command to copy the following 
Registry files to another folder: 
system.dat, system.da0, user.dat, 
and user.da0. (Windows 98 users 
won't see the files ending in da0.) 

Be careful not to overwrite any 
previous backups in the process. For 
example, if you want your backups 
stored in the c:\temp folder (and you 
don’t have any other Registry 
backups there), type copy 
system.da* c:\temp and press 
<Enter>; then type copy user.da* 
c:\temp and press <Enter>. You can 
always restore these files to the 
Windows folder if something goes 
awry. Do this no matter which of the 
following techniques you 
subsequently adopt. 

Plan 1 (Win 98). Now you're 
ready to start your repair work. If 
you're using Windows 98, you have a 
tool at your disposal to simplify the 
chore. At the DOS prompt, type 
scanreg and press <Enter>. 
(Windows may already have told you 
to do this when you rebooted and 
found yourself at the boot menu.) 
ScanReg starts with a screen noting 
its function and containing two DOS- 


Registry Problem [x] 


Windows encountered an error accessing the system 
tegisty. You should restore the registry now and restart 
your computer. 


If you ignore this error and shut down your system, you 
may lose data, 


Restoring the registry will replace the faulty registry with 
a known good backup copy. However, this backup. 
copy may not contain all of the information recently 
added to your system. 


A corrupted Registry isn’t the end of 
the world if you have a Registry backup 
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like buttons, Start and Cancel. Start is 
highlighted by default; press <Enter> 
to start the process. 

ScanReg restores the Registry 
from the last good backup — that is, 
the last copy of the Registry that 
Windows successfully started up with 
— and lets you restart your 
computer. When prompted, press 
<Enter> to restart your computer. 

Plan 2 (Win 98). If that doesn’t 
do the trick, or if you’re concerned 
that your latest backup may also be 
corrupted, return to the DOS prompt 
and type scanreg /restore. This 
causes ScanReg to display a list of 
backup files, together with the date 
of each. Select the copy you prefer, 
and then, with Restore highlighted, 
press <Enter> to restore it. 

Plan 3 (Win 98). On the other 
hand, if you just installed some 
software and suspect its settings 
might not be in the backup — or if 
you have no backup files — start 
ScanReg by typing scanreg /fix at 
the DOS prompt and pressing 
<Enter>. If you’re lucky, ScanReg will 
be able to repair the Registry. If not, 
keep reading. 

Plan 4 (Win 9x). If you’re using 
Windows 95 — or if ScanReg doesn’t 
do the trick in Windows 98 — it’s 

time to get out that floppy and try 
restoring the Registry from a backup 
you made before the problems 
began. When you get to the DOS 
prompt, rename the system.dat (Win 
95 and 98) and system.da0O (Win 95 
only) files by entering the command 
ren system.dat system.dat.bak 


followed by ren system.da0 system. 
da0.bak. Then copy these files to the 
Windows folder. If your backup files 
are in c:\backup, for example, type 
copy c:\backup\system.dat 
c:\windows (your actual path may 
differ) and press <Enter>. Restart 
your computer. If that doesn’t work, 
do the same for the user backup files, 
user.dat and user.da0. Windows 
settings that have been changed — 
or programs that have been installed 
— after you made the backup may 
not work properly, and you may have 
to reinstall them. 

Plan 5 (Win 9x). Still in trouble? 
The DOS version of the Registry 
Editor, regedit.exe, may be able to 
save your bacon, whether you're 
operating under Windows 95 or 
Windows 98. You can solve some 
Registry problems by exporting the 
Registry to a text file and then 
importing it back again. 

To export the user.dat portion to 
text, type a line similar to the 
following at the DOS prompt: 
regedit/I:c:\windows \user.dat/e 
c:\user.txt (your paths and export 
file name may differ). Press <Enter>. 
The /e switch indicates export, and 
the /I switch specifies the particular 
portion of the Registry that you’re 
working with (more on this point 
later). Now rename the existing 
user.dat file by typing ren user.dat 
user.bak and pressing <Enter>. 

Finally, to re-create the user.dat file 
based on the text file you exported, 
type regedit /I:c:\windows\user.dat 
/c c:\user.txt (your paths and export 


file name may differ) and press 
<Enter>. 

As I'll explain later, Windows 98 
users (but no one else) should 
substitute /r for /I in this command 
line. In either version of Windows, 
you'll need to include the /c switch 
to re-create the Registry from the text 
file. Now restart Windows and hope 
that everything is cool. 

If the error persists, try the same 
thing with the system.dat portion of 
the Registry. Reboot to the Safe Mode 
Command Prompt, as before. At the 
DOS prompt, type regedit /I:c:\ 
windows\system.dat /e c:\system 
.txt (your paths and export file name 
may differ) and press <Enter>. Now 
rename the existing system.dat by 
typing ren system.dat system.bak 
and pressing <Enter>. Finally, to re- 
create the system.dat file based on 
the text file you exported, type 
regedit /I:c:\windows\system.dat 
/c c:\system.txt (again, your paths 
and export file name may differ) and 
press <Enter>. 

Plan 6 (Win 9x). Extremely 
experienced users — and 
knowledgeable users who are sure 
about what’s wrong with the Registry 
— may be able to edit the Registry 
itself from the DOS prompt. For 
example, if your system problems 
arose immediately after you made 
some Registry change in Windows, 
you can export the entire Registry to 
a single file (not just one part at a 
time, as described above) by typing 
regedit /e registry.txt (any file name 
will do) and pressing <Enter>. Then

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you can use Edit.com to open the 
text file you created (type edit 
registry.txt and press <Enter>) and 
make the necessary changes. 

When you have finished editing 
this text file, save the file and exit 
Edit.com. 

If you don’t need to re-create your 
Registry files but merely want to 
merge the changed information, you 
can skip the /c switch and simply 
type regedit registry.txt and press 
<Enter>. Then restart the computer 
and cross your fingers. If this 
technique creates a text file that’s too 
big for Edit.com, try the previously 
discussed techniques to establish a 
separate text file for each portion 
(user and system) of the Registry; edit 
the text file(s) and import each as 
described above. 

These tricks are anything but 
foolproof. Large Registry entries can 
stymie the DOS version of the 
Registry Editor that comes with 
Windows 95. If that happens, you'll 
see an error message like ‘Unable to 
open registry (14)’ when you try to 
import or export your Registry file. 
Another complication: if you type 
regedit /? at the DOS prompt, the 
help listing will tell you to use the /I 
switch for system.dat and the /r 
switch for user.dat in all cases. In my 
experience, however, you must use 
the /I switch (with the /e switch — as 
discussed in Plan 5) when exporting 
any Registry file if you want to 
produce a properly exported file. 
Using the /I switch (together with /c) 
is also the best choice for re-creating 


the user.dat file in Windows 95. 

In Windows 98, on the other hand, 
you must use the /r switch (with the 
/c switch) to re-create the user.dat 
portion of the Registry. But doing this 
has its own difficulties: whether you 
use Windows 95 or 98, re-creating 
the user.dat with a command line 
like regedit /r:c:\windows\user.dat 
/c c:\user.txt restores user.dat but 
— catch-22 — corrupts system.dat! 
Consequently, if you find that you 
have to restore the Registry this way 
in Windows 98, you should first 
export user.dat and system.dat; 
then restore user.dat; and finally 
restore system.dat to correct any 
corruption that occurs during the 
rehabilitation process. 

Plan 7 (Win 9x). If these or other 
problems foil your efforts to use 
regedit, you still have recourse to 
other, less desirable options. One 
technique is to restore system.dat 
by using system. 1st, a backup that 
Windows creates during installation. 
At the DOS prompt, go to the root 
directory (type cd\ and press 
<Enter>). Type attrib -s -h -r 
system. 1st and press <Enter>. Then 
copy this file back to the Windows 
directory as system.dat, by typing 
copy system. 1st c:\windows\ 
system.dat (remember, your path 
may differ). 

Next, restart Windows. In this case, 
as with other backups, you may 
have to reinstall software and redo 
changes that were made after this 
backup was created.

MAKE OUTLOOK 98 
WORK ACROSS 
PARTITIONS 


If you dual boot between Windows 
NT and Windows 9x, you'll probably 
want to install your favourite applica- 
tions under each operating system. 
The basic steps are easy: install appli- 
cations under one OS on a partition 
that both OSs can read, then boot the 
other OS and install the apps again to 
the same location. You might run into 
a snag, though, if you use Microsoft's 
Outlook 98 e-mail and personal 
information manager program. 

Outlook 98’s problem is that it 
assumes you'll use it from within only 
one OS. I’d already been using 
Outlook 98 for several months on the 
Windows 98 side of my Win 98/NT 
dual-boot system when | finally got 
around to installing it under NT. To 
my surprise, Outlook had no clue 
that | already had a bulging in-box 
elsewhere on the hard disk. No 
matter where | looked in Outlook's 
settings — even in the Windows NT 
Registry — | found nothing that 
would let me point the program to 
the outlook.pst file on my Win 98 
partition. 

So | tried using brute force to 
copy the file to Outlook’s seemingly 
static location in Windows NT 
(\WINNT\ Profiles \user\ Application 
Data\Microsoft\Outlook\, where 
user is my log-on name). After hours 
of tweaking, | came up with a killer 
batch file that copied outlook.pst 
from the Windows 98 partition to 
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Windows NT’s, launched Outlook, 
and then copied the file back again 
when | exited Outlook. Sadly, my 
35MB outlook.pst file made the 
whole exercise cumbersome. 

That's when | happened upon a 
simpler solution: if you delete 
outlook.pst from its default location 
(noted above), Outlook will ask you 
where to look for it. Navigate to the 
existing file’s location (select Start- 
Find-Files or Folders to find it first), 
and then click OK. If you want to 
segregate data from applications 
(which is a smart idea), you can 
also use this trick to move your 
outlook.pst file to a separate data 
partition or folder. 

If you’ve customised Outlook’s 
Shortcut bar or created any mail 


rules, those settings are contained in 


respectively, in the directory that 
contains outlook.pst. The file- 
deletion trick doesn’t work with 
these files, so you'll have to copy 
them from the Windows 9x location 
to the corresponding folder on the 
Windows NT partition. Lastly, if you 
have Outlook set to automatically 
archive old messages, they end up 
in the archive.pst file in the same 
folder. To ensure that all of your 
archived messages end up in one 
place, open Outlook under Win NT, 
select File-Archive, click Browse, and 
then navigate to archive.pst on 
the Win 9x partition and click OK. 
You may also have folder-level 
autoarchive settings. To point

A Usually, copying the Shortcuts 
from one PC’s Start menu to 
another’s will let both PCs use the 
same program. 

To access an app installed by 
someone else, select Start-Programs- 
Windows Explorer, and go to 
C:\Windows \ Profiles \ firstuser\ Start 
Menu, where firstuser is the user 
name of the person who installed the 
app first. Navigate through the 
subfolders until you find the Shortcut 
or folder you want.

COPY AND PASTE

ADD SCREEN SHOTS 
TO WORD 


Whether you’re preparing training 
documents or just want to insert a 
picture of a Web site from your 
browser, capturing program screens 
and using them in Word documents 
is a lot easier than you might expect.

(If a dialogue 
box is currently active, this keystroke 
captures just the dialogue box.) 

3. Switch back to Word, position the 
cursor where you want the image, 
then press <Ctrl>-V or select Edit-Paste. 

4, Use Word's tools to resize or 
crop the image to suit your needs.

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SHARE TEXT AMONG 
MULTIPLE DOCUMENTS 


Copying parts of one document to 
another can be a pain in Word 6, 7, 
and 97. You have to select the text, 
copy it to the clipboard, switch 
document windows, paste the text 
from the clipboard, then switch 
document windows again, repeating 
the process until you’re done. 

A short macro can help automate 
the job. To use this macro, open only 
the source and the destination 
documents. Next, select the first 
block of text or the first object that 
you want to copy, and then run the 
macro to transfer the material. To 
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specify where you want the copied 
material to go, click on the desired 
position in the destination document 
before making a selection in the 
source file. 

Repeat the procedure as needed 
until all the copying is done. To 
speed things up further, add the 
macro to a toolbar. 

Here’s how to set up the Movelt 
macro:

Qa My wife and | have a joint e-mail 
account. Can we set up Outlook 
Express in each environment so that 
no matter which of us downloads the 
mail, we can both read it?

A It’s easy to set up Outlook 
Express so that two people can share 
the same mailbox — provided that 
one of you has not yet launched the 
program in his or her environment. 
The first time you launch it, the app 
brings up a Browse for Folder dialogue 
box in which you tell it where to 
store your mail. Simply select Windows\ 
Profiles\otherperson\Application Data\ 


Microsoft\Outlook Express. Of course, 
when you set up your mail account, 
you must use the same information 
— e-mail address, ISP, and so on — 
as your partner. 

If both of you have already run 
Outlook Express, you'll have to edit 
the Registry. Back up the Registry 
by copying your user.dat and 
system.dat files from C:\Windows 
to another folder. Then select 
Start-Run, enter regedit, and press 
<Enter>. 

Once you're inside the Registry 
Editor, press <F3>, enter 
yourname \Application 
Data\ Microsoft\ Outlook Express, 
and press <Enter>. When the search 
finds that string, press <Enter> and 
change your name in the string to 
that of the person you’re sharing the 
account with. After you close RegEdit 
and reboot, your version of Outlook 
Express will use your partner’s 
mailbox.

MAKE THE MOST OF 
YOUR PC’s MEMORY 


Insufficient memory can slow down 
your system’s overall performance, 
keep applications from running 
properly, or worse, cause your system 
to lock up, wiping out any unsaved 
work or data. 

The obvious way to avoid memory 
problems is to install more RAM 
(especially if you’re running Windows 
9x on 16MB RAM or less). But before 
you do that, make the most of your 
computer's existing memory. Don’t 


worry, it’s not as geeky as it sounds: 
Windows 9x provides several tools to 
help you track down and fix 
memory-related problems, and to 
optimise your current memory 
settings for maximum performance. 


Get your meter running 

If you suspect that your computing 
tasks overwork your PC’s memory 
capacity, play it safe by keeping a 
watchful eye on Windows’ levels of 
available resources with the System 
Resource Meter utility. You'll find it 
under Start-Programs-Accessories- 
System Tools-Resource Meter. If you 
don’t see it there, install it from your 
Windows CD-ROM via Add/Remove 
Programs in Control Panel. Highlight 
System Tools, click the Details button, 
and select the box next to System 
Resource Meter. 

You can see the percentage of free 
resources you have in your system by 
placing the mouse pointer over the 
Resource Meter icon in the System 
Tray or by double-clicking the icon to 
bring up the Resource Meter dialogue 
box. If either ‘User resources’ or ‘GDI 
resources’ drops below 25 per cent, 
you should consider closing 
unnecessary applications and 
windows. If any resource drops below 
10 per cent, a warning will appear on 
your screen. At this point, you’re 
flirting with danger; save your work 
immediately and close running 
programs, one by one, to free up 
memory. 


Keep your eye on the monitor 
System Monitor is another powerful 
diagnostic utility included with 
Windows that allows you to monitor 
a slew of performance statistics for

Keep an eye on your 
system resources with 
Resource Meter 
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your computer. Like the Resource 
Meter tool, it’s either listed on your 
System Tools menu or can be installed 
from the Windows CD-ROM. 

Select the statistics you want to 
display from the System Monitor's 
Edit-Add Item menu. As you open 
more applications and documents, 
these statistics will help you figure 
out how quickly your installed 
physical RAM fills up, when your 
swap file starts to reach capacity, and 
which programs hog the most 
memory. 

For a precise measure of how much 
RAM a given program requires, add 
up the numbers for ‘Other memory’ 
and ‘Swappable memory’ and then 
subtract the amount for ‘Disk cache’. 
Do the calculation while the program 
is running, and again when it’s not 
running; the difference between the 
two totals is the amount of RAM used 
by that program. 

Another problem users 
occasionally encounter is memory 
“leakage”. Some applications refuse 
to release memory they use for 
specific tasks (or “threads”) even 
after the jobs have been completed. 
A corrupt program may keep 
generating new threads, eating up 
all your available memory. To figure 
out whether your machine suffers 
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from a memory leak, keep an eye on 
the Kernel: Threads statistic in System 
Monitor. Continually increasing 
numbers of threads — especially 
when your computing activity is at a 
minimum — indicate a leak. In most 
cases, closing and restarting the 
application releases the trapped 
memory. If it doesn’t, you'll need to 
close everything and reboot.

A Two pieces of PC hardware deal 
with time and date: BIOS code and 
the CMOS clock/calendar. The CMOS 
chip’s battery lets it track the time 
and date even when your system is 
turned off. When you boot your PC, 
the BIOS chip’s start-up routines 
make the time and date stored in the 
CMOS chip available to your 
software. 

Few CMOS chips are smart enough 
to roll over into the next century on 
their own. That’s why your PC failed 
Yes2K’s CMOS test. But a Y2K-ready 
BIOS will treat a CMOS date in 1900 
as an error and correct it. So the 
CMOS test is relevant only if you 
have software that reads the date 
directly from the CMOS chip. 

Luckily, very few programs read the 
date directly from the CMOS. One of 
the handful of exceptions is 
Safetynet’s StopLight, and even it 
consults the BIOS if the CMOS date 
looks suspect. | have yet to hear of a 
Windows business application that 
draws the wrong century from the 
CMOS when the BIOS presents it 
with the right one. 

So even if your new Presario can’t 
pass every test you give it, it has 
passed the ones that count. 
Nonetheless, getting PC hardware to 
function properly is the easy part of 
the year 2000 problem. The hard part 
is dealing with badly entered and 
transferred data, and handling small- 
market and custom-built programs.

SOUP UP YOUR SWAP FILE 


When your PC needs to access more 
data than its installed RAM can store, 
Windows places the overflow in a 
large file on the hard disk known as 
the swap file (often called virtual 
memory). Since accessing data on 
the disk is much slower than 
accessing RAM, you must optimise 
your swap file’s settings. To get to 
those settings, right-click the My 
Computer icon on your desktop, 
select Properties, and click the 

Virtual Memory button under the 
Performance tab. Once there, do 

the following: 

Check the size of the swap file. By 
default, Windows enlarges and 
shrinks the file according to its needs. 
If hard disk space is limited, the swap 
file can’t expand to meet its needs, 


so you'll have to free up space on 
your disk. 

You can manually set the 
minimum and maximum file sizes 
by selecting the Let me specify my 
own virtual memory settings button 
in the Virtual Memory dialogue 
box. Entering the same number 
for Minimum and Maximum will fix 
the file’s size. This may improve 
system performance because 
Windows no longer has to adjust 
the file size. However, you risk a 
memory shortage if the file size 
isn’t large enough.

BASIC LINUX COMMANDS 


The comand line is often cited in the 
press as one of the biggest 
drawbacks to Unix operating systems, 
including Linux. This is rather 
unfortunate since the command line 
is one of Linux’s most powerful and 
compelling tools. There are very few 
tasks that can’t be accomplished — 
often significantly faster than by 
using their GUI (graphical user 
interface) counterparts — by using 
the command line. 

The command line takes some time 
to learn, and even longer to master. 
However, like other aspects of Linux, 
the return from the time invested in 
learning is substantial. In this article 
we will only scratch the surface, but 
we'll return next month to cover the 
command line in a little more detail. 

The first commands to learn are 


the basic navigation commands. 
When you first log on to a Linux box, 
you start in your home directory. The 
home directory is a place for you to 
store all of your personal files. You 
can move out of this directory by 
using the cd (change directory) 
command. Try typing cd /usr to 
move to the /usr directory. If you 
would like to list the files in this 
directory, type the Is command. You 
can always return to your home 
directory using the cd command with 
no directory specified. Try it now: 
type cd, and then type Is. 

Next, let’s look at how to copy a 
file. First we'll create a file called test 
using the following command: touch 
‘test’ (don’t worry about the touch 
command for now). You can create a 
new copy of this file by typing: 

cp test test2 

The cp command copies a file to a 
new file. In this case, we copied the 
test file and named the new copy 
test2. If you want to see the newly 
created file, list the contents of the 
directory again using the Is 
command. 

Sometimes you will want to move 
a file completely instead of making a 
new copy. In this case, you will need 
to use the mv command. Try typing 
mv test2 test3. Now you should see 
that the file test2 has been replaced 
by test3 (or in this case renamed to 
test3). For a file to be properly 
moved, you will need to move it to 
another directory. 

To create a directory in Linux, type 
mkdir followed by the directory 
name. For example, try the following 
commana: 

mkdir testdir 

Enter Is and you should see that 
the ‘testdir’ directory has been 
created. Now move the test3 file into 


that directory by typing: 

mv test3 newdir/test3 

Use the cd and Is commands that 
you learnt earlier to verify that the file 
is in the newly created directory. 

The next crucial commands to 
learn are the rm and rmdir 
commands, which remove files and 
directories respectively. However, 
before you can remove a directory, 
you must first remove all of the files 
in the directory. To try this out, 
return to your home directory by 
typing cd. Next, remove the test3 
file from the testdir directory by 
typing rm testdir/test3. Notice how 
Linux did not prompt you asking you 
if you were sure you wanted to 
remove the file. If you tell Linux to 
delete a file, it does it ... no questions 
asked! Next, remove the testdir by 
typing rmdir testdir. 

Another trick with moving and 
copying files is that you can copy and 
move multiple files to a new directory 
by including only the name of the 
destination directory. For example, 
recreate the testdir by typing mkdir 
testdir. Next, create two more files 
by typing touch test2 test3. Now we 
can move those two files to the new 
directory by typing mv test2 test3 
testdir/. The only rule with moving 
multiple files is that the last argument 
must be the name of a valid 
directory. The same trick works with 
copying files: try typing cp test1 
testdir/. 

We've moved fairly quickly due to 
the small amount of space available, 
so take some time to play with the 
commands mentioned and try to get 
more comfortable with the concepts 
presented. Next month we'll look at 
some more advanced command line 
uses.

A Creating a Web site is not as 
difficult as you might think. A Web 
page is no more than an ordinary 
text file that contains special HTML 
codes or tags. Web browsers use the 
HTML tags to format the Web page 
and provide facilities such as 
hyperlinks to other pages. Assuming 
you've already got a computer and a 
modem, the only other things you 
really need to write your first Web 
page are: a Web browser, a text 
editor such as Windows Notepad, an 
Internet connection, and a good 
guide to HTML. There are plenty of 
excellent books and Web sites that 
will teach you HTML, but you can 
also learn many techniques by 
studying the source code of a Web 
page. In Internet Explorer you can do 
this by selecting View-Source; in 
Navigator, choose View-Page Source. 

If the thought of learning HTML is 
too daunting, you may consider 
using a WYSIWYG (What You See Is 
What You Get) editor, such as Adobe 
PageMill, Claris HomePage, Microsoft 
FrontPage, or Sausage Software's 
HotDog. WYSIWYG editors will 
automatically generate the HTML 
code for you, letting you concentrate 
on the more important aspects of 
your page, such as design and 
content. 

It probably won’t be long before 
you want to create your own 
graphics for your site. Any program 
that will let you edit and save images 
as .gif or .jpg files (the default 
graphics formats for Web pages) is 
perfect. The shareware program, 
PaintShop Pro (you will find an 
evaluation version on our cover CD), 
is a popular choice for creating and 
editing graphics, but there are 
numerous others to choose from. 

Once you've created your pages, 
you'll need to transfer them to a Web 


server — a powerful computer that 
has a high-speed connection to the 
Internet and runs software designed 
to send out HTML pages and other 
files. Your ISP may provide storage 
space for Web pages, but there are 
also Web sites such as GeoCities 
(www.geocities.com) which will 
store your page for free, as long as 
you agree to a certain amount of 
advertising on your page. The most 
common method of uploading files 
to a Web server is via FTP (File 
Transfer Protocol). Shareware 
programs such as WS-FTP and 
CuteFTP (see our cover CD) will do 
the job nicely. Your ISP should be 
able to give you instructions on how 
to configure the FTP program to 
transfer your files to the Web server. 

Since a Web page is an excellent 
advertisement for your business, the 
next thing you'll need to do is to 
promote your site. The most 
common way to do this is to submit 
your site to as many search engines 
as you can. Most search engines have 
a ‘Submit URL’ or ‘Submit Page’ 
section that will lead you through the 
process. Another strategy for 
publicising your site is to provide 
reciprocal links with other sites that 
share the same focus as yours. Many 
people will happily link to your site if 
you agree to provide a link to theirs 
somewhere on your site. 

Once you've done all that, your 
Web site should be humming along 
nicely. So take a break, give yourself a 
pat on the back, and grab a cup of 
coffee — you've earned it.

Bugs and fixes 


IE 5 BUG-FREE? DON’T 
BELIEVE IT 


It was only a matter of time — one 
week, to be precise — before a bug 
turned up in Microsoft's latest 
browser. Just seven days after 
Microsoft released Internet Explorer 
5, security researcher Juan Carlos 
Cuartango announced that the 
browser has a serious security flaw 
that could allow Web sites to read 
the contents of your clipboard while 
you're interacting with Web pages. 
Meanwhile, bug sleuth George 
Guninski discovered three other flaws 
that could allow Web hackers to 
access files on your system. 

When these vulnerabilities were 
first reported, a Microsoft employee 
posting to a Windows NT security 
mailing list confirmed their existence 
and said fixes were on the way. 
Microsoft has acknowledged these 
issues and advises security-conscious 
users to change default security 
configurations to eliminate the 
weakness. As with most browser 
security flaws, no attacks exploiting 
these are known to have occurred. 
Nevertheless, Microsoft says it is 
working on an update to prevent 
Web servers from accessing client 
clipboard and file data. But now that 
the cat’s out of the bag, you should 
take steps to protect your system. 

To close the security holes in your 
copy of IE 5, choose Tools-Internet 
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Options-Security, click the Custom 
Level button, and scroll down to 
Active scripting and Allow paste 
operations via script settings. Set both 
to Disable, and then click OK to 
finish. 

You may encounter yet another 
problem if you send or receive 
messages that are digitally signed or 
encrypted using IE 5’s version of the 
Outlook Express mail and news 
reader. 

Before accepting messages, 
Outlook Express consults a third-party 
certificate authority to confirm that 
the digital certificate used in signing 
and encrypting is still valid. The lists 
of revoked certificates that these 
authorities maintain can be as large 
as 500KB, so the process can seem 
interminable, and you might 
mistakenly believe that the program 
has crashed. 

Fortunately, you can turn off 
revocation checking: select Tools- 
Options-Security, click the Advanced 
button, and select Never in the 
Revocation Checking area. Click OK 
twice to finish.

ACROBAT 4.0 IS A-OK 


If you use McAfee’s VirusScan 4.x and 
have Adobe’s new Acrobat Reader 
4.0 installed on your system, you 
may have had an unnecessary 
security scare. After downloading 
virus definition file 4.0.4017, 
VirusScan would mistakenly report 
that the main Acrobat Reader 
executable file, ar40.exe, contained 
the NetBus trojan horse. Though 
ostensibly an above-board remote- 
control (and spying) program, 
NetBus is often exploited as a 

trojan horse. According to the 

Data Fellows antivirus Web site 
(www.europe.datafellows.com/ 
v-descs/netbus.htm), hackers have 
used NetBus to steal data and delete 
files from remote users’ PCs over the 
Internet. 

Luckily, the NetBus scare was a 
false alarm. An Adobe spokesperson 
says that Acrobat is virus-free and 
that updating VirusScan to the 
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4.0.4019 virus definition file will 
prevent that false report. For the 
details from Network Associates, visit 
www.avertlabs.com/public/datafiles/ 
valerts/vinfo/ar40-info.asp.

THE AGONY OF 
INVISIBLE APPS 


Every once in a while, an application 
won't launch because of insufficient 
memory, and even when you’ve shut 
down every other open application, 
there still isn’t enough for what you 
want to do. Sometimes, the Mac won't 
let you do something (like run an 
installer) while applications are running, 
even though, so far as you can tell, 
none is. The problem is “invisible” 
applications. Not quite an application 
but a bit more than a mere extension, 
these are used by developers to ensure 
that particular conditions are present 
when running some applications. 
Unfortunately, they don’t always quit 
cleanly, and they often take up more 
memory than they should (especially 
under Mac OS 8.5). 

One elegant solution is Peek-a-Boo, 
which you can download from 
www. macfixit.com/library.shtml. 
This $US20 shareware product not 
only lets you see what invisible apps 
are running, it also tells you how 
much of the processor’s time is being 
dedicated to each app. What's more, 
Peek-a-Boo lets you change the 
applications’ priorities so that they 
can take less CPU time (this can 
often be safer than just quitting 
completely).

THE FASTEST FIND EVER 


As well as its much-vaunted Internet searching capabilities, Sherlock (in Mac OS 
8.5 and up) can also speed up local searches of your hard drive enor-mously by 
maintaining and updating an index of its contents. 

You must also create an index in order to use Sherlock’s content searching 
and summary features. Problem: indexing takes a while, during which time 
you can’t really do much with your Mac. You can schedule the indexing to 
happen automatically, but not everyone can or wants to leave their machine 
on overnight. 

Solution: start Sherlock indexing manually last thing before you leave work. 
When the Indexing Progress dialogue appears, switch to the Finder and shut 
down. 

Another dialogue will appear asking if you want to finish indexing before you 
shut down. Click Continue, and as soon as Sherlock has finished its duty the 
machine will shut down. 

Alternatively, you could use the shareware Index and Shutdown, from 
Carnation Software (www.carnationsoftware.com), which does much the 
same thing but with a simple menu-driven interface.

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UPGRADE A PALMPILOT 
TO A PALM Ii

If you own a Pilot (1000 or 5000) or PalmPilot (Personal or Professional) 
personal digital assistant and covet the capabilities of the more advanced 
Palm Ill, there’s a remedy for your PDA envy. 

Thanks to the Pilot and PalmPilot units’ modular design, with their core 
applications and operating system in ROM, the readily available Palm 2MB 
Upgrade can transform your Pilot or PalmPilot into a Palm Ill. You can obtain 
the upgrade from any Palm reseller (call 1300 360 558 to identify a stockist 
near you). The $299 upgrade adds not only 2MB RAM but also an infrared port 
(through a clever modification of the unit’s rear panel), the Palm OS 3.0, and 
new applications. If you’re upgrading a Pilot, the only Palm Ill features you 
won't have are screen backlighting and a flip-up cover. If you’re upgrading a 
PalmPilot, you'll miss only the cover. Unfortunately, Palm Computing has yet to 
introduce a kit to upgrade to the new Palm Illx or Palm V. 

Upgrading your PalmPilot or Pilot is easy and fast. Since the task requires you 
to handle a couple of sensitive memory boards, consider purchasing an antistatic 
wrist strap from any computer store. If you choose not to use a strap, then be 
sure to disperse static electricity by touching a grounded metal object, such as 
the case on the back of your PC, before touching its sensitive components. 

Here’s how to perform the alchemy. 


@ Remove the memory door. Before you go 
any further, turn off the PDA, slide open the 
| battery door on the rear of the unit, and 
remove the batteries. 

While holding the unit face down in your 
palm, gently push the straight end of a bent 
paper clip into the tiny hole below the 
memory door. At the same time, push the 
memory door upward with the thumb of the 
hand that’s holding the unit. Primitive tools 
notwithstanding, this operation takes a fine 
touch. Be careful not to push the paper clip 
too hard; you're simply releasing an internal 


© Remove the memory card. Important: 
before you perform this step, note that it will 
remove any add-on applications you've 
installed in your PalmPilot or Pilot. You'll need 
to reinstall them after the upgrade. 

Depending on the production run of your 
device, either metal or plastic clips hold the 
memory card in place. Release each side of 
the memory card by sliding each clip, one at 
a time, towards the outside of the case until 
both sides of the memory card are released. 
Then gently lift the card upward. 

Once the clips are released, remove the 
memory card by gently rocking it back 
and forth while pulling it away from the 
socket it’s mounted in. 
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@ Install the new memory door. Take the new memory 
door that came with the upgrade kit, and slide it onto the 
PalmPilot or Pilot until it clicks into place. Caution: don’t use 
the original PalmPilot or Pilot door you removed in step 2. 
The new door provides extra room for components on the 
new memory board as well as a window for the infrared port 


@ Install the new memory card. Remove the new memory 
card from its plastic protective bag. Note the notch in one 
corner next to the connection contacts. For proper placement, 
this notch must be to the left as you install the new card. 

Carefully but firmly insert the new memory card into its 
connector until it’s seated. Check that the card is aligned 
properly. 

Press the module down until the retainer clips snap 
into place. 


@ Test IR beaming. With its 
new IR port, your PDA can 
beam address book entries 
to (and receive them from) 
any other IR-enabled Palm 
PDA. Test the port by 
beaming a business 
card or address 
entry between your 
PDA and a friend’s. 


@ Reinitialise, recalibrate, and 
reinstall. Before your upgrade will 
work, you need to perform a soft 
reset. Take the bent paper clip you 
used to remove the door, and press its end 
gently into the hole marked Reset, located in 
the label area on the rear of the PalmPilot or 
Pilot. 

You'll need to recalibrate the screen by 
tapping on the indicated areas of the screen. 
Then reset the time and date. 

Using the CD-ROM included with the 
upgrade kit, install the new version of 
Desktop Organizer on your PC. (Your 
upgraded PalmPilot or Pilot will still work 
with the older version of the Desktop 
Organizer, but the new version adds features 
that you'll want.)

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DILBERT ON THE BOX 


> Some bugs can get away with 
being called “undocumented 
features” and some, well, can’t. At 
Apple’s recent developer conference 
in the US, it was revealed that one 
bug in the Mac operating system is 
indeed documented but cannot be 
remedied. If users try to use certain 
characters in filenames, the Mac 
won't let them because it reserves 
those characters for OS functions. 
Different characters are substituted 
instead. One character, a single 
closing quotation mark, is swapped 
for a lower case letter “a” — not 
because the Mac needs the single 
closing quote mark, but simply 
because someone, somewhere, 
entered the wrong value into 

the Mac’s character-map. A few 
years ago, according to an Apple 
developer, the company tried to 
fix the bug, but the fix resulted in 
perfectly good hard drives reporting 
that they were corrupt. So now 
there’s a comment on the line of 
code containing the bug, saying 
that it must never ever be fixed. 


=> At the same developer conference, 
Apple learned that there is one thing 
worse than not delivering what you 
promise — not delivering what you 
don’t promise. An enigmatic space on 
the conference program indicated that 
two hours one evening would be 
given over to “Film”. No one from 
Apple would comment on what the 
film would be, but the rumour mill 


was already running in earnest. Apple 
had provided computers for pre- 
production on the new Star Wars 
movie; Apple and Lucasfilm had 
collaborated on high-quality 
downloadable trailers; Steve Jobs 
knows George Lucas from way back 
when Pixar was part of Lucasfilm. 
Clearly Jobs had managed to swing a 
preview of “The Phantom Menace” 
for his loyal developers a week before 
its official US opening, right? Apple 
people certainly made no attempt to 
deny that this was the case, although 
they also wouldn't confirm what the 
film actually was. The main conference 
hall was filled to the rafters when the 
first frames of “Starship Troopers” hit 
the screen, and was almost empty by 
the time the opening credits finished 
— although you could barely hear the 
music over the exodus of grumbling 
programmers.
